Corener Robinson of Tenafly announced 
before he left last evening that an inquest 
would be held Saturday. 

The acetylene plant which exploded was 
manufactured by a concern in New York 
which went out of business two years ago, 
and whose name could not be learned from 
-elatives of the Pagliughi family. The ma- 
chine was constructed with two tanks, one 
larger than the other. which were used for 
storage of liquid. Further than that, its 
mechanism could not be ascertained. The 
theory is that the large tank exploded first 
and then the smaller oye, thus accounting 
for the two explosions heard. 

Mr. Pagluighi owned the house that was 
wrecked and the one next to it. The house 
destroyed was worth about $4,000, and the 
furnishings about $3,000, The effects of 
the explosion were felt as far away as 
Englewood and Hackensack.

‘ The District Attorney made no objec- 
tions to their being granted or to the pris- |

Mr. Lauterbach wanted to make a speech | 
to the court, saying he did not know why | 
his client had been arrested, and he wanted 
to know of the District Attorney why such 
had occurred. The Justice replied that | 
that question was not before the court. 

After court had adjourned Mr. Lauter- 
bach approached the District Attorney and 
asked him whut the charge against his 
client was. Mr. Jerome said that Justice | 
Wyatt had issued a warrant charging Mr. | 
Lewisohn with a misdemeanor for contu- | 
maciously refusing to answer a_ proper | 
question before a Magistrate. That war- 
rant had been served, put the prisoner had 
not been arraigned. 

* Well,” said Mr. Lauterbach, ‘‘ I am glad 
to know something about this thing. When 
a District Attorney cloaks himself behind 
his office, and conducts a proceeding with- | 
out Warrant and beyond the law behind | 
closed doors, I feel that I have the right at | 
least to demand of him why my client is 
arrested,.”’ | 

At his office later, the District Attorney | 
refused to say whether the John Doe pro- 
ceeaings would be called off pending the 
settlement of the Lewisohn matter. 

Alfred Lauterbach said that he intended 
to fight Mr. Lewisohn’'s case to the bitter 
end, He will take it to the Supreme Court 
of the United States if need be. Unlimited | 
funds are at his disposal, and no steps will 
be omitted to win the fight. 

“Mr. Lewisohn does not make this con- 
test,”” said Mr. Lauterbach, ‘out of any | 
special regard for Mr. Canfield. He feels | 
that there are certain rights he enjoys 
an American citizen which have been in- 
vaded. He will contest the legality of the 
proceedings before Justice Wyatt upon 
three grounds: First, the constitutionality 
ot the law permitting these inquisitorial 
hearings; secondly, the legality of these | 
contempt proceedings in particular, and, 
thirdly, the legality of the law permitting a | 
Special Sessions Judge in gaming cases to 
direct a witness to answer a question when 
the answer thereto would tend to incrimi- 
nate or degrade him.” 

SEEKING JEROME'S REMOVAL? 

A story was persistently circulated about 
the Criminal Courts 3uilding yesterday 
afternoon that a movement was on foot 
on the part of ex-Justice Fursman and ex- 
Gov. Black and others to ask Gov. Odell to 
remove District Attorney Jerome from 
office. The question was asked of Mr. 
Black as to whether or not this report was 
true. 

‘I would rather not discuss that matter 
at this time,’ replied Mr. Black. 

“Well, could you name some 
might discuss it?" it was asked. 

“ Well, even if I could, 1 would not tell 
you,’ Was the response. 

_ Mr. Black was asked if he was interested 
in the John Doe proceedings instituted 
by the District Attorney. 

‘“ No,” was the answer. ‘In these mat- 
ters, I represent only two persons, T. W. 
Burbridge and Frank Farrell.’ 

This was the first suggestion 
authoritative source that 
was interested in any of these cases It 
was said when the firm of Black, Olcott, 
Gruber & Bonynge was first retained that | 
Mr. Burbridge, owner of the “ residence" | 
at 33 West Thirty-third Street, was the 
only cifent. Farrell has repeatedly assert- 
ed that he did not own the gambling house 
at that eddress, and that he had no rela- | 
tion directly or indirectly with it. A short 
line ago he wrote a lIetter to THE New 
York Times specifically denying any rela- 
tionship whatever with the establishment.

The proceedings opened at 10:30, and Ar- | 


thur A. Housman, senior member of

When it was realized that 
would answer no questions 
cerning the Canfield place, District Attor- 
ney Jerome asked that Mr. Lewisohn 
held temporarily until an affidavit could be 
drawn up charging him with a misde- 
meanor in contumaciously refusing to an- 
swer the questions of the court. 

Mr. Jerome said later that he did not ask 
for a summary commitment because that 
would probably enable the witness to es- 
cape through technicalities and prevent a 
decision from the Court of Appeals upon 
the main issue. 

But before the warrant was issued Mr 
Lewisohn was summoned before the Grand 
Jury. There District Attorney Jerome 
agiin asked questions concerning the Can- 
field place, which Mr. Lewisohn again re- 
fused to answer. The witness, it is under- 
stood. was advised by the District Attor- 
ney that the statute as to evidence which 
would incriminate or degrade did not ap- 
ply in gaming cases, but Mr. Lewisohn was 
obdurate. 

Thereupon Mr. Jerome went before Judge 
Newbureger, in Part I. of General Sessions. 
who has charge of this month's Grand 
Jury. The District Attorney announced 
that a witness hed been duly summoned 
before the Grand Jury and had been asked 
a certain auestion. Judge Newburger 
warned Mr. Jerome that he must not speak 
in open court of any proceeding before the 
Grand Jury. and the District Attorney said 
that he would be careful and made his 
plea.

PROTEST TO THE COURT. 


“Do I make my point clear to your 


Honor?" persevered the District Attorney. 
“That I, as District Attorney of this 
county, with the full responsibility for 
conducting the criminal business of this 
county, and in their behalf, state to you, 
as an officer of this court, and as such 
District Attorney, that this contempt of 
court has taken place, and that I know of 
no way of bringing this Grand Jury to 


you, to inform you officially, of that fact;

LA GUAYRA BADLY SCARED. 


LA GUAYRA, Venezuela, Dec. 16.—The 
arrival of the British cruiser Charybdis 
and torpedo boat destroyer Quail here yes- 
terday morning caused fear of another 
bombardment and consequent excitement, 

The commander of the fortress visited 
the American. French, Spanish, and Dutch 
Consuls ana asked them in case the British 
landed marines to intervene to prevent fir- 
ing on the fort and te delay any movement 
on the fort, as he had received orders from 
the Government to evacuate the place. The 
commander added that if the Consuls re- 
fused to intervene and the fort was at- 
tacked, he would defend his post and could 
not answer for the consequences to the 
town, which is without any defense now 
with the exception of a few armed police- 
men. The Charybdis and the Quail left 
the harbor at 5 o'clock, however, and the 
fears ot the population subsided. The 
ships sailed in the direction of Curacao. 

What caused the alarm was the fact that 
when the British ships arrived they .took 
up a commanding position, their guns cov- 
ering the fort, and remained stationary for 
a few moments, as if about to open fire, 
The people ashore, seeing these movements, 
began leaving their houses, and the Gov- 
ernment officials had great difficulty in 
preventing an exodus. 

The foreign Consuls subsequently called 
on the Prefect, who assured them there was 
no danger at present. He added that the 
coramander of the fort had been needlessly 
excited. He further assured them that 
the comraander ofr the fort was under the 
orders trom Gen. Ferrer, Minister of War, 
who is in charge of the Venezuelan forces 
surrounding the town. 

The Consuls tried to learn if the Prefect 
had received any message from the allies, 
but they were unsuccessful, as the Ven- 
ezuelan official would not speak on the 
subject, thoveh he promised to communi- 
cate with the Consuls if necessary. 

The warships in the harbor to-day are 
the British cruiser Retribution, the Italfan 
eruiser Giovanni Bausan, and the Ameri- 
can gunboat Marietta. 


MARGARITA ISLAND VISITED. 

CARACAS, Dec. 16.— The Governor of 
Margarita Island reports that British and 
German warships are off that island. 

It is now said that the object of the Ger- 
man cruiser Panther in sailing for Mara- 


caibo is to capture the Venezuelan steamer 
Miranda (formerly the Spanish. torpedo 
boat Diego Velasquez) and the remaining 
vessels of the Venezuelan fleet. 


GERMANY DISCLAIMED WAR. 


CARACAS, Dec. 16.—Details of the seiz- 
ure of the Venezuelan war vessels at La 
Guayra have been received here. When 
the combined fleets arrived at that port 
the German commander delivered to each 
of the Venezuelan Captains this document: 

‘By order of my sovereign, and at the 
command of the Commodore of the German 


squadron in West _—— waters, I, the 
commander of -the: Panther, request you 
to lower your ship's flag immediately and 
leave your ship with your crew within ten 
minutes. This is not a measure of war on 
the part of Germany, but only with the 
object of making a provisional seizure of 
your ship in order to oblige the Venezuelan 
Government to recognize our just demands, 
In case you disobey and wish to defend 
your ship, I shall be obliged to prevent 
you from so. doing by the discharge of 
arms. ECKERMAN, Commander.” 

Further light is shed. by an entry made 
in the book of the signalmen of the fort- 
ress of La Guayra. It reads: 

“Tuesday, Dec. 9, 1:30 night. 

“The Adjutant called me to ask if I knew 
that the steamer ‘Retribution of the Eng- 
lish Navy. was towing the steamers Crespo 
and Tctumo of the national navy three or 
four miles north. I had heard four cannon 
shots, and said the two steamers had dis- 
appeared, and understood they had been 
sunk by the Vineta and Retribution, At 
the end of an hour the Retribution re- 
turnea to the harbor alone, 

“SIGNAL COMMANDER.OF THE FORT- 
RESS.”" 

The fact that the Retribution returned 
to La Guayra alone two hours after leav- 
ing with the captured vessels was con- 
firmed by English residents of La Guayra. 


CRUISERS STRUCK IN FIGHT. 


PUERTO CABELLO, Dec. 16.—It has 
been learned here that during the bom- 
bardment of Puerto Cabello, Dec. 13, by the 
British cruiser Charybdis and. the German 
cruiser Vineta, the Charybdi§, wag struck 
in the bow by a shot fired from a cannon 
on the Plaza Bruzual, The Vineta was 
struck twice by the Venezuelan cannon fire. 

The report which has been in circulation 
here that. an. officér “of the, Vineta was 
killed during-the bombardment by A ‘yifle 
bullet fired-from the shére appears now to 
be true. The Vineta left this port sud- 
denly, although it was supposed she would 
remain here to protect the German inter- 
ests. She is at present at Willemstad; 
Curacao, where she arrived with her flag 
fiving at half mast. It is believed the 
German cruiser went to Willemstad for the 
purpose of burying the body of the officer. 


“EL MOCHO” MEETS CASTRO. 


LA GUAYRA, Dec.:16.—The American 
steamer Merida, belonging to the Red ‘‘D” 
Line of New York, arrived here this morn- 
ing at 8:30 o'clock from Willemstad, Cura- 
cao. On board the Merida were “El 
Mocho ”’ Hernandez, the revolutionary-Gen- 
eral who was recently released by Presi- 
dent Castro from prison at Maracaibo, 
and R. Schunck, British Consul at La 
Guayra, who, on the morning of Dec. 10, 
was escorted with his family from the 
Consulate to the British cruiser Retribu- 
tion by marines from that vessel. 

Long before the arrival of the Merida the 
streets and piers of La Guayra were filled 
with a great crowd awaiting the arrival of 
‘*“El Mocho.” The people were very or- 
derly. ‘‘ El Mocho”"’ disembarked from the 
Merida at 9 o'clock. The train run by the 
Harbor Corporation from where steamers 
tie up to the pier to the Custom House 
waited as usual for the Merida’s passen- 
gers, but Gen. Hernandez preferred to 
cover the distance to the Custom House 
on foot. He was followed by an enthusias- 
tic crowd, which cheered him all the way. 

‘El Mocho”" was cordially greeted on 
board the Merida by Sefior Leicibabaza, 
Prefect of La Gauyra,and when he reached 
the Custom. House he was received at the 
entrance of the building by the .adminis- 
trator of the La Guayra customs, who 
conducted him to his living apartments un 
stairs. After a short conference with the 
administrater, Gen. Hernandez appeared 
on the balcony of the Custom House and 
delivered a short speech to the people be- 
low him, < 

‘IT have been recently’ released from 
prison, and here I am once more among 
you,’’ he said. “I was released, as you 
know, to assist in the defense of our cher- 
ished and walrpepyes country: *I~heartily 
thank you for, the Spohtdrieots demonstra- 
tion of sympathy and welcome that you 
have given me. 

‘Upon leaving prisen I was informed. of 
the great intérnational question which. con- 
frents our Courtry, and of the grave dan- 
ger of our being once more reduced to the 
yoke of depennence. Immediately I put 
aside all party questions, for in this, her 
hour of need against the aggressors, our 
beloved country calls for the services of all 
her sons. 

‘‘] call oh you, one and all, to put aside 
all party feelings and rally to one flag. 
When once we have sueceeded in vindicat- 
ing our National honor we will-all unite in 
a bond of unity; we will forget the past 
and we will try to bring about the spirit of 
peace. We will work together for the ad- 
vancement of our country, which is a sec- 
ond Poland, the Poland of South America,” 

Gen. Hernandez’s remarks were greeted

ple showed the greatest enthusiasm, and 
seemed entirely to have forgotten the 
present extreme situation. 

After having delivered his speech, -‘ Bl 
Mocho ” took a special train to Macuto, a 
Summer resort not far from La Guayra, 
where he was followed by large crowds 
who continually cheered him. He remained 
at Macuto until 8 o'clock this afternoon, 
when he left for Caracas.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 16.—Vice Presi-

York in sanctioning the tunnel project. He 
said: 

“We will begin work as soon as the en- 
gineers are ready. We will spend $40,000,- 
000 in three years. It is impossible to say 
now how many men will be employed on 
the work. The details will be arranged by 
the engineering and construction depart- 
ments. The fact that we have $10,000,000 
worth of real estate in the heart of the 
City of New York is in itself a guarantee 
that we will push the work.

visions. Thirteen concessions were asked 
and of these the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company consented to grant nine. They 
refused, however, to insert stipulations for 
an eight-hour day for employes, for the 
payment of the prevailing rate of wages, 
os the submission of disagreements with 
their employes to arbitration. The fran- 
chise was granted without these provisions. 

As the document stood when passed, it 
provided, among other things, that the 
city should have the right to readjust the 
rentals every twenty-five years; that the 
city might use the tunnel for fire and 
police telephone and telegraph wires; that 
the tunnel come under the police laws of 
the city; that the sanitary control be vest- 
ed in the Department of Health, and that 
the franchise should always be controlled 
by some company organized under the laws 
of the State of New York. The annual 
rental which the city will receive will be 
about $75,000 for the first twenty-five years 
or until readjustment. 

It was announced recently that the plans 
for the work had been carefully prepared 
and almost completed, and that the work 
of construction would be begun as soon as 
the franchise was granted.

Figures That Show Increase in At- | 


tendance This Year.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 16.—The regis- 
tration figures of Harvard University, 
which have just been compiled, show that 
the Crimson institution has taken a consid- 
erable stride forward within the last year. 
The largest gain is in the college proper, 
where 2,106 students are registered against 
1983 last year, an increase of 126.

LENGTH OF COLLEGE COURSE. 


Chancellor MacCracken at Rochester 
| Alumni Dinner Discusses the 
| Age at Graduation. 


Chancellor Henry M, MacCracken of the 
New York University in his speech before 
the New York Alumni Association of the 
| University of Rochester at its annual din- 
} ner at the Hotel Manhattan last night de- 
| clared that he favored twenty-five years as 
la sufficiently advanced aged for a profes- 
| Sional degree. The Chancellok said in part: 
|; “If the students not graduate from 


| college till they are twenty-three, and 
| spend three years in a professional school, 
they will have passed twenty-six, and i? 
they spend four years 1n professional study 
they will have passed twenty-seven before 
they gain even their professional degree. 
; This is too great an age for the beginner 
in a profession, when we consider that no 
man can hope immediately upon beginning 
to earn a livelihood. I favor twenty-five 
years as a sufficiently advanced age for a 
professional degree. What shall we do in 
order not to exceed this limit? 

“Two measures recommend 
First, the condensing of the preparatory 
course so as to lower the average fresh- 
man age to eighteen, or even to seventeen, 
or one year less than it is now. 

‘Second, the combining of a year of 
professional preparation with the fourth 
year of the college, leaving in this way 
| only two years of law or theology. to be 
pursued and three years of medicine. 

‘For the studeni of one profession I ad-

This is the medical 
profession. No other profession demands 
long a course of study. It is entirely 
possible for a college of even mderate 
means to offer in its fourth year a course 
of study that shoula earn the man who has 
done this work well the right to enter the 
second year of the best college of medicine. 
“The tOur years of college’ residence, 
however, is the most American fact in 
American education. It is un-American to 
surrender it, It is un-American to turn the 
college into’a shuttle railway or mere way 
station, where students transfer from the 
preparatory to the professional school.” 
William R. Willcox, who speke on ‘‘ Mu- 
nicipal Government,’ said: “‘Ihn our en- 
deavor to get good municipal government 
it is not the population below Fourteenth 
Street which is to be feared, but the carp- 
ing critics who live in brownstone houses.

Association, the Rev. Dr. 8S. Parkes Cad- 
man, Frank L. Babbott, Vice President of 
the Board of Education; Henry Sanger 
Snow, President of the Brooklyn Poly- 
technic Institute, and Frank Harvey Field. 

In the course of his remarks Lieut, Gov. 
Woodruff expressed his astonishment that 
certain Brooklyn Aldermen should have 
worked against granting the tunnel fran- 
chise to the Pennsylvania Railroad, and 
his pleasure that the measure should have 
passed finally. 

He declared that one of the greatest im- 
provements for which the league could 
work was the extension of Flatbush Avenue 
to the Brooklyn Bridge. A few years ago, 
he said, he had spoken at a meeting held 
for the purpose of forwarding the project, 
at which time, had sentiment resulted in 
concerted action and public opinion been 
properly aroused, the improvement could 
have been obtained at the comparatively 
small cost of $1,500,000.

New Hampshire Constitutional Conven- 
tion May Instruct the Legislature to 
Pass Laws to Protect the Public. 


CONCORD, N. H., Dec. 16.—In the Con- 
stitutional Convention to-day it was voted 
upon motion of ex-United States Senator 
Chandler of Concord that all amendments 
relating to trusts be referred to the stand- 
ing committee on bill of rights with in- 
structions to report to the convention an 
amendment expressing in suitable language 
the hostility of the convention to trusts 
and instructing the Legislature to pass 
needful laws upon the subject. 

Edgar Aldrich of Littleton, Judge of the 
United States District and Circuit Courts, 
Was among those who spoke in favor. He 
said in part: 

“The law is in the hands of the people, 
and the government is whatever the people, 

|} under Constitutional limitations, chose to 
make it. The people have been sleeping 
upon their lawful rights. They have been 
disposed to be tolerant under prosperous 
conditions. They have freely accorded to 
corporations full opportunity to prosecute 
their enterprises and declare generous divi- 
dends. They are, however, awakening to 
the idea that their tolerance and indulgence 
are being abused, and that they are being 
robbed of their most precious rights,”’

The boy is Alvin Louis Black, six years 
old, son of Thomas Black, a canalboat 
Captain, of Roundout, N. Y. He is a suf- 
ferer from congenital dislocation, and when 
he was told that the Armour child was 
crippled in the same way, and that she 
loved dolls, he begged his mother to allow 
him to send her one, The mother bought 
a large doll and spent some time in prepar- 
ing clothes for it, It was elaborately 
trimmed with lace which Mrs. Black had 
made by hand during her spare time on the 
cruises. The doll was then sent to Chi- 
cago, addressed to Mr. Armour, with a let- 
ter asking him to use his influence to get’ 
Dr. Lorenz to operate upon her boy. At 
once came the reply that the doll was ac- 
cepted. The letter from Mr. Armour read: 

Your letter with the doll for my little. daugh- 
ter has been received and I thank you for your 
thoughtfulness and your kindly interest. The 
operation upon our child by Dr. Lorenz has bzen 
successful, In reference to your request con- 
cerning Dr. Lorenz he is now at the Pacific 
Coast, but I understand that he will visit New 
York later and will be at the Cornell Medical 
College Clinic. I will send your letter to him 
and see that it gets his attention. 

The letter was sent to Dr. } 
the parents of the child were advised to 
take him to the clinic, there to be exam- 
ined by Dr. Newcon M. Shaffer. The Jatter, 
who is getting the cases ready for Dr. 
Lorenz for to-morrow at this clinic, said 
yesterday that it was a true case of congen- 
ital dislocation and an excellent one for the 
famous specialist to work upon. The boy 
was at the home of Dr. Shaffer yesterday, 
and Dr. Lorenz, true to his word that he 
would make an examination, did so even 
before he had partaken of luncheon and 
after he had performed two difficult oper- 
ations during the morning. The child was 
sent to the New York State Hospital for 
Crippled Children at Tarrytown to be pre- 
pared for the operation on Sunday. ‘ 

The canalboat on which his parents live 
is in dock at the foot of Eighteenth Street, 
North River The parents wrote to Mr. 
Armour tharking him for his interest in 
their boy, and inquiring as to the condition 
of his daughter. Mr, Armour wrote that it 
Was too curly to tell how successful the 
operation had been, as the girl was in a 
plaster of paris cast and had not yet at- 
tempted to walk. 

Dr. Lorenz gave his second public demon- 
stration yesterday morning at the New 
York Polyclinic Hospital and College in 
East Thirty-tourth Street. He operated 
upon two cases, one being a true case of 
double hip dislocation, and succeeded in 
adjusting the bones in their proper places, 
while the 300 surgeons, as on the day pre- 
vious, applauded his work. : wee 

By way of preliminary explanation of his 
method he said:

“The muscles in 
deal of resistance, and that explains the 
strength which is needed to perform this 
bloodless operation. The posterior muscles 
are less resistant. When these muscles are 
overcome then the reduction begins and 
the femur is placed in the acetabulum. A 
rigid flexion of -the knees indicates that 
the reduction is complete. This is overcome 
by manipulation and extension.” 

Dr. Lorenz jumped about the floor to 
illustrate the gait of a child with double 
congenital disloeation, and he occasioned 
considerable amusement, in which he 
seemed to share. 

When all was in readiness 
Steidt, two and one-half years old, 
parents live at 244 Fifty-fourth Street, 
Brooklyn, was brought in under the in- 
fluence of chloroform. This child had dis- 
location of the right hip 

It required less than five minutes to com- 
plete the operation as far as Dr. Lorenz 
was concerned. In fact, it was little more 
than two minutes after he took hold of the 
leg that the bone was heard to snap back 
into the socket. During the operation he 
explained each manipulation, and when he 
employed his whole strength his words 
came spasmodically, showing how great 
was his exertion. 

“You see,” he said, 
must—be used-—itself as—er—the—grinding 
agent’ Dr. Lorenz was breathing heav- 
ily. He had hold of the leg of the child just 
above the ankie, and was alternately pull- 
ing and pressing hard. ‘* You must,” he 
continued, “‘use the bone as a handle to 
grind out the shallow part of the acetab- 
ulum,” 

Dr. Lorenz then dwelt upon the impor- 
tance of leaving the plaster of paris cast 
on the child for a _ sufficiently lengthy 
period,

tion, the first of the kind he has treated 
in this city. The patient was six-year-old 
Kittie Hughes of 3 Thompson Street. The 
operation was a difficult one and taxed 
Dr. Lorenz's strength, He took hold of the 
child's right leg, and Dr. Muller. began 
manipulating the left one. The reduction 
ef the right leg was soon accomplished, 
but the left one resisted the efforts of Dr. 
Muller to bring it into place. Dr. Lorenz 
relieved him. After working laboriously for 
several minutes trying to effect a forcible 
extension, the professor made a slight incl- 
sion in order to stretch the skin, then 
stopped and rested. Turning to the audi- 
ence he said: 

‘It may be that the capsule is too thick 
and that the narrow part is too small.”’ 

When he resumed two sheets were requi- | 
sitioned. These were knotted together and 
tied about the body of the child, making a 
strap which held it firmly on the operating 
table. Dr. Muller, his assistant, and Dr. W. 
R. Townsend, the Professor of Orthopaedic 
Surgery at the Polyclinic, with the doctor 
who was administering the anaesthetic, 
held the child while Dr. Lorenz took hold 
of the leffankle. The three doctors had all 
they could do to hold the little one on the 
table so hard did Dr. Lorenz pull. After 
the pulling he pressed upon the hip with 
both hands, exerting all his strength. Sud- 
denly there was a click audible aN) over 
the room, and Dr. Lorenz turned and amid 
enthusiastic cheering bowed to the audi- 
ence. The bone had been placed in the 
socket, and both hips were in place. 

The work of making a plaster paris cast 
by Dr. Miiller, assisted by the nurses, was 
then begun and watched with unusual in- 
terest by all present, as it was the first 
time also that a cast had been made for 
double dislocation. Dr. Miiller was hearti- 
ly applauded. : 

After the operations Dr. Lorenz went to 
the home of Dr. Shaffer, where he was the 
latter’s guest at luncheon. With him were 
Drs. Miiller and Townsend. Dr. Shaffer 
invited his staff of the Cornell Clinic. They 
were Dr. T. . Myers, Dr. P. H. Fitz- 
Hugh, Dr. Henry Scott, Dr. D. D. Murphy, 
Dr. F. S. Weisse, and Dr. N. M. Shaffer, Jr. 

After luncheon Dr. Lorenz, with Dr. Shaf- 
fer, went to Long Island, where it was 
understood he examined a child of a very 
wealthy New Yorker and who is a private 
patient of Dr. Shaffer. 

To-day Dr. Lorenz will operate: at the 
Post-Graduate Hospital at 3 o'clock, and 
to-morrow at the Cornell Clinic, where it 
is expected there will be several interesting 
eases for him. Dr. Shaffer hopes to have 
him operate upon a patient for clubfeet. 
The eminent surgeon has performed only 
one operation for this tr@uble since he has 
been in this country, and that was in 
Washington. 

Dr. Lorenz has consented to hold a 
clinic at the Beth Israel Hospital, where 
he will operate free upon a number of 
crippled east side children. The date of his 
visit there will be announced to-morrow, 
and in the meantime the parents of children 
so afflicted with dislecation of the hip are

INVESTIGATING FREIGHT RATES. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—An investiga- 
tion into the advance in the freight rates 
on grain and grain products, dressed meats, 
and provisions from the Mississippi River, 
Chicago, &c., to New York and Tastern 
points, governed by the New York rate, 
was begun to-day by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission. The testimony showed 
that $400,000 revenue would be added to the 
profits of one road alone by the contem- 
plated increase. It was claimed that the 
advances were justified by the increased 
cost of operatiens. The chief witness was 
Traffic Manager George J. Grammer of the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern. Traffic 
Manager B. B. Mitchell of the Michigan ; 
Central .also testified, the latter's testi- 
mony, however, being qualified by the 
statement that his reason for increasing | 
the rates was because the President of his 
read had ordered the increases. 

Mr. Grammer claimed that railroad ex- 
penditures were increasing much more rap- ; 
idly than the earnings; that even at the 
increased tariffs grain was not being 
hauled at a profit. The principal items of 
increase In expense were maintenance of 
engines and fuel supply and he predicted, 
while admitting that the present price of 
coal undoubtedly was artificial, ‘that coal 
prices would not get back to the old fig- 
ures for years. 

At the suggestion of counsel and officials 
of the roads represented the commission 
decided to require the railroads to file

1g forth the reasons they rely on to justi- } 
fy the advance in rates. Another hearing 
will be held probably in Washington, at the 
earliest practicable date, though the time 
and place are yet to be decided.

CHICAGO, Dec. 16.—An emphatic denial 
was made of the report that the Central 
Freight Association lines had postponed 
the date when the new grain and provision 
rates were to go into effect until Jan. 1 by 
Chairman J. F. Tucker of the association. 

He says the new rate of 20 cents a hun- 
dred pounds on grain and 30 cents on pro- 
visions from Chicago to New York went 
into effect Dec. 8 as originally agreed on. 

Over 80 per cent. of the commodity rates 
that were reduced below the regular tariff 
basis since last March, when the temporary j 
injunctions against rate cutting were grant- | 
ed, will be knocked out by the Western 
roads Jan. 1. The rates on a majority of 
the articles will go back to tariffs in effect 
prior to March %, and on some heavy 
freight like cement, stone, brick, &c., the 
advance is from 10 to 25 per cent. above the } 
old tariffs. The advance on groceries and 
iron articles from Chicago to Colorado and 
Utah points amounts to over 100 per cent. 


MAY FORCE RATES STILL HIGHER. 
Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 16.—When the Central 
Traffic Association roads at their session 
in Chicago two weeks ago considered an 
advance in freight rates it was deemed in- 
advisable to make a greater raise in com- 
moddity rates than 10 per cent. Since then, 
however, a majority of the roads have 
come to the conclusion that a mistake has 
been made, and that most of the commodi- 
ties can stand a larger advance. The traf- 
fic officials of the Chicago east-bound 
roads were in session all day to-day and 
fought over the proposition to make fur- 
ther advances on Jan. 1. 

Owing to the opposition of some of the 
roads, which claimed that the rates hereto- 
fore agreed on wefe as high as is warrant- 
ed by existing connections and that a fur- 
ther advance might do great harm by re- 
ducing the volume of traffic, the matter 
was referred without recommendation to 
the general mecting of the Central Freight 
Association, which meets here to-morrow.

A MILITARY COMIC OPERA 


“When Johnny Comes Marching 
Home” at the New York. 


Plot of Love and Intrigue, with Military 
Uniforms and Patriotic Airs Arouses 


Audience’s Enthusiasm. 


“When Johnny Comes Marching Home,” 
according to the programme ‘a spectacu- 
lar military opera’’ and according to the 
libretto ‘‘an American spectacular comic 
opera,”’ in three acts, book by Stanislaus 
Stange, music by Julian Edwards, was 
produced last night for the first time in 
this city at the New York Theatre. 

The production evidently made a favor- 
able impression on the audience, which, 
owing to ihe stormy weather, only half 
fillel the house, but which at certain 
points made up in volume of applause what 
it lacked in numbers. Indeed, at the end of 
the first act the enthusiasm broke forth 
in tremendous cheering—not certainly an 
every-day occurrence, 

This ending of the first 
very spectacular climax, 
best thing in the performance, for the sec- 
ond act sags off decidedly, and the third 
act is so short, being merely a hurried dis- 
entanglement of the complications, that 
there is not much chance for a recovery. 

Why the: title ‘When Johnny Comes 
Marching Home" was selected is not quite 
clear. All during the piece Johnny is not 
marching home, but is down on the Mis- 
sissippi playing at war, and if war were 
such a series of pleasing adventures as the 
librettist has depicted, no sympathy would 
be wasted on the poor fighters. 

The scene opens in the headquarters of 
the Union General, Allen, somewhere near 
the Mississippi in the year 1865. The Gen- 
eral’s daugnter, Cordelia, has a birthday 
party to which she has invited the Union 
officers in nice biue suits with gilt cords, 
which evidentiy had never seen service, 
and a bevy ot charming Southern belies, 
all dressea up in very expensive silk and 
satin dresses of the hoop-skirt variety, thus 
proving that the stories of Soutnern im- 
poverisnment at the end of the war are 
a pack or prevarications, 

Cordelia, however, is not the heroine of 
the play, though Maude Lambert, who 
played tne part, assisted materially in mak- 
ing it stand out from the others. The hero- 
ine is Cordelia’s triend, Kate Pemberton, 
a Southern girl, who straightway falls in 
love with a Union Colonel, John Graham, 
who iater turns out to be the long-lost 
son of Felix uraham, on whose plantation 
most of the action ot the second part takes 
place. Kate has a brother, a mere boy, 
who is ail fire tor the Southern cause, and 
who persuades her to aid him in extract- 
ing valuabie dispatches trom Gen. Allen 
pocket to send them by a Contederate spy 
to Gen. Lee. 

Jonathan Phoenix, who has deserted from 
both armies, is mistaken for this spy by 
the boy and the aye are intrusted to 
him. When he finds that the possession of 
these papers would prove him a spy he 
throws them away, and Col. Graham picks 
them up by mistake, thinking the book 
which contains them to be his own pozcket- 
book, Jonathan in the meantime is taken 
for the long-lost son of the planter Gra- 
harm, and when Col. Graham, whi is the real 
Jost son, put forth his claims, Jonathan, 
knowing he has the telltale papers, de- 
nounces him as a spy. The Colonel, think- 
ing his sweetheart and her family impli- 
cated, refuses to explain and is condemned 
to_ die. Jonathan then repents, tells the 
truth, and is himself condemned to death, 
but the timely announcement of peace 
saves his neck. 

The plot, which is not new, is devel- 
oped in a rather clumsy fashion, full of 
absurdities and impossibilities, but the mu- 
sic which has been written around it is 
lively and tuneful, and the score contains 
some good songs and stirring choruses. 

There is only one shot fired during the 
whole performance, but the march of the 
soldiers at the end of the first act, with 
colors flying and bands playing, and the 
ever-present uniforms and flashing arms 
give it enough military color, even if false 
color, to please those who like to have 
their patriotism appealed to. A _ similar 
object is fulfilled by the constant use made 
by the composer of almost all the patriotic 
songs and songs of the period from ‘** The 
Star-Spangled Banner" to ‘“ Massa’s in 
the Co!d, Cold Ground.” 

What the piece lacks most is humor. 
What little there was last night was sup- 
plied mainly by Miss Lambert, who was 
charming in a light comedy part, and by a 
volunteer in the audience, who single-hand- 
ed applauded the sentence of the widow 
Constance Pemberton that ‘love knows 
no age,’ which convulsed the audience. 
The part of Jonathan Phoenix, who has 
deserted from both Northern and Southern 
armies more than once, especially as 
played by George Backus, smacks strongly 
of the humor of Marks the lawyer, and in 
fact, many of the characters resemble 
those of ** Uncle Tom's Cabin,” even an old

Tom They acquitted themselves well, as 
did the chorus. The scenery was attract- 
ive, if not always plausible, and the staging 
Was good. 


MR. LEOPOLD WINKLER’S CON- 
CERT. 


If sympathetic exposition or elucidation 
be the end and aim of piano playing, and, 
indeed, of instrumental interpretation in 
generak one can have little difficulty in 
placing Mr. Leopold Winkler very near the 
head of the list of our local virtuosi. The 
latest attestation of this proposition was 
made last evening at Knabe Hall to an au- 
dience which would doubtless have been 
more numerous but for the outrageous 
weather, but which could not have been 
more appreciative. 

The programme did not attempt to detail 
the ‘evolution " of pianoforte music. It 
did not go back beyond Beethoven, and it 
did not come forward that side of Liszt 
and Tausig. But it was quite evident that 
all the solo pieces had been chosen because 
the pianist ‘“ believed’’ in them. They 
also sounded so. It is, indeed, a rare treat 
to have the pieces of a piano recital chosen 
by the reciter on purely musical grounds, 
and to have those grounds constantly kept 
in view. That was the case with this reci- 
tal. Mr. Winkler has an ample technique, 
but he never obtrudes it on the hearer. It 
is always a “ technique,’’ a means to an 
end, never an end. 

So it was last evening. even in the sixth 
Liszt rhapsodie, which passed in the 
last generation for a piece of dazzling and 
technical, nay pyrotechnical, virtuosity. 
And what was true of that was true of 
all the other pieces. The technique was 
subdued ‘“‘to what it worked in,’’ to the 
end of a sympathetic elucidation of the 
pianist’s own favorite selections. 
result of such an interpretation of such a 
programme, including a Chopin 
anl1 impromptu, a Schumann piano lied, 
a Schubert-Tausig transcription, and the 
Liszt rhapsodie, was to assure the audi- 
ence of a sincere, sympathetic, and skill- 


ful pianist. 

Mr. Winkler had the assistance of Miss

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SOME VAUDEVILLE LAUGHS 


Features in This Week’s Bills at 
Variety Theatres. 


Large Audiences Prevail Despite Holi- 
day Rush and Inclement 
Weather. 


Two vaudeville artists stood on the stage 
of Hurtig & Seamon's Music Hall the oth- 
er morning, their faces reflecting the blank 
despair of those who feel that they are 
‘“‘up against it."" One was a man, the other 
a woman, and it would have been difficult 
to have determined which of the two was 
the more sorrowful. They had just ar- 
rived from Chicago, their names were down 
on the bill for appearance in the Hurtig & 
Seamon programme, but they were entire- 
ly minus the necessary wardrobe for their 
act. To go on in their ordinary street 
clothes was out of the question, for much 
of the success of their sketch was depend- 
ent on the grotesqueness of costume and 
make-up. 

At this point, however, the stage man- 
ager of the music hall came to the res- 
cue. Hurtig & Seamon have been engaged 
in theatricals so long with road compa- 
nies and vroductions of their own that they 
have collected in the course of time enough 
wardrobe to stock any number of com- 
panies, not to speak cf vaudeville artists. 

The two disconsolate artists were shown 
into the wardrobe room, and in a few min- 
utes their gloom was dispelled. Everything 
they required for their act was found, 
and, with a few trifling alterations, an- 
swered the purpose quite as well as their 
own property.

THE KNEISEL QUARTET. 


A Large Audience Listens to Its Sec- 
ond Concert—Strauss’s Sonata for 
Piano and Violin and Quartets 
by Schubert and Haydn. 


The audience last evening at the second 
concert of the Kneisel Quartet gave a 
pretty tribute to the esteem in which that 
organization is held by the music lovers of 
this city by appearing in numbers scarcely 
diminished by the atrocities of the New 
York weather at its worst. Mr. Kneisel 
and his associates have often had occa- 
sion to put this esteem to the test through 
the singular fatality that has of late years 
attended the weather conditions under 
which they have played here. Such con- 
ditions concern the players in a string 
quartet even more than they do the audi- 
ence—in the case of the Kneisel Quartet the 
effect »pon the audience, as it seems, is 
almost a negligible one—on account of the 
sensitiveness of the stringed instruments 


to their influence. 
It was evident last evening that this in- 


fluence was felt in the spirit of the per- 
formance as well as in the incisiveness 
of the tone. There was not, at any rate 
in the first item of the programme, quite 
all of the elastic energy and muscular 
vigor that Mr. Kneisel’s listeners have 
been accustomed to. This was ¢hiefly 
manifested in the beautiful A minor quar- 
tet of Schubert's with which the concert 
began. The result was a certain emphasis 
upon the elegiac spirit that pervades it, 
and a cértain monotony of effect, especial- 
ly as regards the tempo. . 

The first movement was taken with « 
deliberation that paid more regard to the 
composer's cautionary ‘‘ma non troppo 
than to the “‘allegro” that stands at the 
head of it. And so when it came to the 
next following andante the theme—that 
beautiful melody from the entr’acte music 
of his ‘“‘ Rosamunde,” with which Schubert 
was so enamored that he used it twice in 
other compositions—not only had the ef- 
fect of a quicker movement, but was played 
in actually a more rapid beat. The minuet 
likewise went in such a measured tempo 
that some of its point was lost not only 
as to the contrast it should afford to the 
slow movement, but also as to its own 
rhythmic pulse. 

The sonata by Richard Strauss for violin 
and piano is not familiar to New York 
through public performance. It is Strauss 
in his earlier sfirit, his adherence to classic 
form and devotion to the ideal develop- 
ment of musical thoughts as such and for 
their own sake that he has since renounced 
for their employment in the service of 
purely external, poetic, and so to say, lit- 
erary ideas. The sonata is music beautiful 
for what it is itself rather than for what 
{t represents. The musical inspiration is 
fresh, spontaneous, and flowing. 

The themes are striking in outline, ready 
for the plastic development of the re- 
sourceful musician that Strauss had al- 
ready shown himself to be. The rhythmical- 
ly pregnant motive of the first movement 
is elaborated certainly for all there is in 
it, and perhaps a little more, but the meth- 
od is extraordinarily skillful, and the de- 
tail of the work full of ingenuity and re- 
source, and of fascinating effect. The sec- 
ond movement, called by the composer an 
“improvisation,” is of ravishing beauty of 
melody, warm and romantic in its ex- 
pression, truly poetic in its spirit. Here, 
too, the composer‘s command of varied and 
novel effects is delightfully shown; the 
cantilena of the violin is supported and 
contrasted with a pianoforte part of deli- 
cate efflorescence and iridescent color, rais- 
ing its expressiveness to a higher power. 
The last movement is more a product of 
deliberate ingenuity, and is more artificial 
in its structure, less distinguished in its 
conception. It made the least appeal upon 
its first hearing of any of the three. 

The sonata was superbly played; it was 
a piece of ensemble performance as nearly 
perfect as anything that Mr. Kneisel has 
presented -here in a long time. In Mr. 
Lamond he had a coadjutor thoroughly in 
sympathy with his intentions, thoroughly 
master of the spirit of the work, and pos- 
sessed of the finest feeling for the sym- 
metry and balance that are a primary 
requisite for music of this type. As a solo 
performer Mr. Lamond has shown less 
sensibility for the subtler qualities of 
pianoforte playing than he did in this so- 
nata, into which he put vigor, tenderness, 
delicacy, and shades of intimate expression. 
Mr. Kneisel played with the eloquence of 
@ master and with the intention of im- 
pressing his conviction of the value of the 
music upon his hearers. 

There followed a spirited and elastic per- 
formance of Haydn's quartet in D minor, 
opus 76, No. 2. 


TENOR ANTHES | PUNISHED. 


As the result of joining the Maurice Grau 
opera company and leaving the Royal Court 
Theatre, at Dresden, Georg Anthes, Mr. 
Grau’s new tenor, has been expelled by the 
King of Saxony from the Order of Albrecht. 
The King also has withdrawn from him his 
appointment as a royal Coyrt singer. Mr. 
Anthes considers his treatment unjust, and 
says that he may possibly become an Amer- 
ican citizen in consequence of it. 

He received the news of his expulsion in 
a letter yesterday from Carl Buenz, the 
German Consul General, in this city. The 


letter reads: 
New York, Dec. 10, 1902. 
Honored Sir: 

I am requested to announce to you that in con- 
sequence of a report from the Council of the 
Order, his Majesty the King of Saxony has de- 
cided that you have forfeited the First-Class 
Knight's Cross of the Order of Albrecht, owing 
to your attitude toward the General Direction of 
the Royal Musical Kapelle and the Court Thea- 
tre. In consequence it has become necessary to 
demand the return of the decoration from you 
and to strike your name out of the lists of the 
order, 

Moreover, his Majesty the King has to inform 
you that your appointment as a royal Saxon 
Court singer is canceled. 

In making to you, as I do by request, these 
announcements I beg you respectfully to deliver 
to me the insignia of the order above referred to, 
so that I may transmit it to the Council, and I 
also beg you to refrain in the future from assum- 
ing the title of a royal Saxon Court singer. 

(Signed) The Imperial Consul General, 

BUENZ. 

The trouble dates back to last Spring, 
when Mr. Grau secured Mr. Anthes's ser- 
vices in a five-year contract. Mr. Anthes 
had been engaged at the Dresden Opera 
House since 1889, but he felt that an 
American engagement would increase his 
reputation and so asked at once to be re- 
leased. He met with a refusal, and after 
giving three formal notices of his inten- 
tion, in accordance with the law, depos- 
ited the $6,000 forfeit under his contract. 

“While I regret the decision of his 
Majesty,’ said Mr. Anthes yesterday, “it 
doesn’t reflect on my character as a man 
or an artist. I hold numerous decorations, 
among them being the Order of Wasa, 
given by King Oscar of Norway and Swe- 
den, and one more or less doesn’t mean 
that I am a better or worse artist. This 
action of his Majesty indicates the work of 
a clique of singers who are jealous of my 
American engagement. The order from 
which I am expelled is 150 years old, and 
I am the first to be expelled from it.’’. 

He thinks the action against him is in- 
ténded as a warning to other German 


singers who are anxious to secure engage- 


ments in America.

Mr. Torrey asked him if he can prove that 
coal companies were guilty of such a thing, 
and the witness replied that he felt cer- 
tain it was true, because he had seen 
copies of circulars which have been sent 
around in Southern Europe asking people 
to come into Pennsylvania, as there was 
plenty of money to be earned in the mines. 

Mr. Tcrrey asked him if steamship com- 
panies were not the authors of those cir- 
culars, to which Mr. Gompers replied that 
he had seen ten, twenty, and thirty men 
huddled together in huts in the anthracite 
cdal fields, and he noted that it wasn't long 
after they arrived here that they were 
given employment in the mines.

LAWYER ABANDONS 
HIS GASE IN COURT 


Hospital Physicians Testify to 
Fraud in Damage Suit.

Kelly, Who Sued for $50,000, Has Been 
a Clinic Exhibit of Hysteria for 
Fourteen Years. 


Luke D. Stapleton, attorney for the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company, yes- 
terday revealed what he claimed to be a 
; plot to exact from the railway company 
|} $50,000 on a fraudulent claim. The reve- 
| lation, made in a sensational manner by 
means of the testimony of five physicians, 
one of whom is Dr. Alexander Lambert, 
professor in the Cornell University Medi- 
cal College, came out in the trial of the 
suit brought by William Kelly against the 
railway company before Justice Marean 
and a jury in the Brooklyn Supreme Court. 

When Justice Marean heard the testi- 
mony he declared that the case was sat- 
urated with fraud, and the attorney for 
the plaintiff, Jacob M. Birnbaum, formally 
withdrew from the saying that he 
himself had been deceived. 

William Kelly, the plaintiff, is known as 
a clinic exhibit of hysteria major through- 
out the City of New York. He is forty-five 
years old, and lives on Second Avenue, 
Manhattan. Some fifteen years ago he 
was injured in the freight yards at Fifty- 
ninth Street and Tenth Avenue, and as a 
result of his injuries developed hysteria 
major. He became afflicted with double 
vision, hysterical tremors, and paralysis. 
His lower iimbs are crippled. Dr. Lambert, 
being calied to treat him, found in him a 
subject for lectures, and has since used him 
in the various hospitals of the city. 

On April 8, 1901, Kelly was knocked down 
by a car at Eighth Avenue and Forty- 
eighth Street and was taken to the Roose- 
velt Hospital where he was discharged the 
Later he caused an action to be 
brought against the Metropolitan Street 
tailway Company for $50,000, retaining 
Mr. Birnbaum as his attorney. 

In his complaint Kelly declared that he 
had been dragged a half block by the car, 
his skull fractured, and his legs injured. 
He then alleged that as a result of his in- 
juries he was afflicted with double vision, 
paralysis, and all the other injuries, by 
means of which, it is alleged, he had made 
his living previously. 

Kelly himself had been 
and made a pitiful epectacle. 
several hystcrical convulsions during the 
rorenoon. Several witnesses, including 
Theresa Kelly, his wife, had testified that 
he had been strong and well before the ac- 
cident. 

Mr. Stapleton, in his opening address to 
the jury, declared that he would show that 
the case was a most gigantic fraud, and 
then called Dr. Lambert, who testified that 
Kelly was an old patient and that his con- 
dition was worse in 1889 than at present. 
said that he had used Kelly as an 
exhibit for lectures before Cornell students 
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same day.

' had used Kelly in his lectures on nervous

were also called. Dr. Bleu testified that 
he was house physician at Bellevue Hos- 
pital, and that Kelly, or some one repre- 
senting him, had attempted to bribe him by 
offering $500 to him if he would refrain 
from testifying in the present action, and 
would withhold records. A letter written 
to Dr. Bleu embodying such an offer was 
introduced in evidence. 

Policeman William H. Michaels testified 
that the inquiries received by Kelly were 
trifling and said that he had been offered 

} $25 by the plaintiff's attorney. 

‘“*For what?’’ asked Mr. Stapleton. 

“Why, to give favorable testimony for 
the plaintiff,’’ was the reply. 

Mr. Birnhaum then took the stand. He 
said: ‘I have been surprised by these 
revelations. I did not prepare the case, 
and was forced into the trial. I will give 
the defendants a non-suit, if your Honor 
pleases, and will never have anything more 


to do with it.” 

Mr. Stapleton replied that he did not 
Want a non-suit, but would insist on the 
case going to the jury, and Lawyer Bert 
Hanson, who was associated with Mr. Birn- 

aum in the suit, said he would proceed 
with the examination of witnesses. He said 
that he did not believe that the plaintiff 
should be abandoned. 

**Can you afford to defend him when his 
rights are so mixed up with an-effort to 
defraud this court?" asked Justice Marean. 

**He is my client,”’ responded Mr. Han- 
son. 

Justice Marean then adjourned the case 


until this morning.

WANT SUBWAY STATION 


West Siders Object to Change of 
Plans at 104th Street. 


Mass Meeting Views Consolidation of 
Underground and Elevated with 
Suspicion. 


There was a large attendance last night 
in Colonial Hall, One Hundred and First 
Street and Columbus Avenue, to protest 
against the plan of the Rapid Transit Sub- 


agi 
way Company to do away with the proposed 
station at Central Park West and One Hun- 
dred and Fourth Street. 

It was asserted that the subway inter- 
ests, having obtained control of the Man- 
hattan elevated road, were disregarding 
pledges and directing their efforts to com- 
pel residents on the upper west side to 
utilize the overhead system. 

Judson Lawson presided. He declared 
that the proposed change from One Hun- 
dred and Fourth Street and Central Park 
West to the Boulevard and a near-by 
street would be a positive injury, as the 
subway would be of no to residents 
of the district unless they went to Ninety- 
sixth Street and Broadway or One Hundred 
and Eleventh Street and Lenox Avenue. 
The idea of abandoning the station at One 
Hundred and Fourth Street had not been 
thought of until the subway and elevated 
systems were merged. 

Frederick M. Cuok of Manhattan Avenue 
asserted that the merger had done away 
with all opposition, and that the subway 
management now was in a position to run 
the system to suit itself, regardless of the 
wishes or needs of the people, 

The speakers maintained that in June last 
William Barclay Parsons, the engineer, 
had favored a station at One Hundred and 
Fourth Street and Central Park West, but 
a tew days ago had changed his views. 
‘This proposed change would be a great in- 
convenience to people east of Columbus 
Avenue, between ighty-first and One 
Hundred and Seventh Streets, where the 
population had very largely increased and 
where the elevated stations were many 
blocks apart. 

The contention was that the abandon- 
ment of the proposed station at Central 
Park West and One Hundred and Fourth 
Street was not on account of steep grades, 
as alleged, but really to force the public to 
use the elevated road. 

Assemblyman Julius H. Seymour, Charles 
H,. Coler, and Assemblyman William 58. 
Bennet opposed the abandonment of the 
station, and Mr. Bennet asserted that the 
transit accommodations furnished New 
Yorkers would not be tolerated in cities of 
the third class. 

Ex-Senator C. C. Hunt of Illinois, F. T. 
Newbury, and George C. Snedden spoke in 
a similar strain, ang then Alderman Armi- 
taye Mathews was called on. He said: 

‘I voted against the Pennsylvania tunnel 
franchise to-day and I am not here to de- 
tend my course. I am not opposed to the 
tunnel, but | am opposed to the terms of 
the contract. The Kapid Transit Commis- 
sion is good in making contracts and quick 
in changing the terms when you don't ex- 
pect it. Some years ago a railroad sta- 
tion was to be built at a certain point at 
hing’s Bridge. Persons bought property 
and the route was changed so the specula- 
tion did not prove profitable. : 

‘The members of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission are not so high-minded as many 
people suppose. [ have nothing to say 
against the characters of the gentlemen, 
but while they are well paid, they have to 
rely on their counsel and engineers. One 
Commissioner has been paid at the rate of 
$250 for each meeting he attended. These 
Rapid Transit Commissioners send resolu- 
tions and contracts to the Board of Alder- 
men and tel us if we don't pass them they 
will go to the Legislature. 

“IT am in favor of rapid transit, better 
transit, and the tunnel, but there is nothing 
in the contract which says when, how, and 
what trains shall be run. Railroad compa- 
nies are not philanthropists, and the Rapid 
Transit Commission is a_self-perpetuating 
body accountable to nobody. 

“It is alleged that the change in the lo- 
cation of the proposed station is the result 
of real estate speculation. Some men 
bought land that others wanted, and the 
latter, being disappointed, are seeking 
satisfaction. I regret that thé Aldermen 
cannot determine the location of stations 
as well as they can establish routes.” 

L. J. Arthur, Samuel Green, Senator-elect 
Russell, James W. Conway, and Andrew 
Dononue also’ spoke. Mr. Green scored 
Engineer Parsons and charged he had been 
guilty of a deliberate misstatement to the 
Mayor with regard to the grades at One 
Hundred and Fourth Street and Central 
Park West. 

Remarks were then made by George 
Groty, Mrs. Letitia Ferris, Mrs. Elizabeth 
3rown, and M. Edward Downey, aH in 
favor of the object of the meeting, and 
then resolutions offered by Assemblyman 
Bennett were adopted. These provided for 
a committee of thirty to wait on the Rapid 
Transit Commission to-morrow afternoon.

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LONG ISLAND BANK MERGER. 


The Consolidated Institution to Operate 
Under a State Charter. 


The merger of the local State banks of 
Flushing, Jamaica, and Far Rockaway is 
now practically complete. The title of the 
consolidated banks will be the Bank of 
Long Island, which will continue to operate 
under its State charter. The President. is 
F. R. Smith of the Jamaica Bank. The 
bank building at Jamaica will be used as 
the central building, while those at Flush- 
ing and Far Rockaway will be operated as 
branches on the same basis as the Jamaica 
Bank has been operating branches at Elm- 
hurst and College Point. These branches 
will also be continued. For the present 
the capitalization will be but $100,000, but 
within a short time it is to be increased 
five-fold. 

The merger is said to be in a way a 
result of the Corn Exchange Bank of Man- 
hattan securing control of other banks in 
this borough. These have for almost two 
years been operated as branches of the 
Corn Exchange Bank, and this fact was 
found, it is said, to operate against the 
smaller banks, and caused many to trans- 
fer old-standing accounts from the small 
local banks to the branches of the big con- 
cern. 

The promoters of the Bank of Long Isl- 
and expect to extend its operations outside 
of Queens Borough and to _ evéntually 
esteblish branches in the various larger 
villages in Nassau and Suffolk Counties,

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YALE BEATEN IN HOCKEY 


Season Opened by a Close Game 
in St. Nicholas Rink. 


Hockey Club of New York Wins by Two 
Goals to One—New Canadians 


on the Team. 


Yale was defeated by the Hockey Club 
of New York last night in the first hockey 
match of the season, which was played in 
the St. Nicholas Rink, Columbus Avenue 
and Sixty-sixth Street. The game was a 
ciosely contested one, as the victors won 
by the narrow score of 2 goals to 1. Not- 
withstanding the unfavorable night, the 
attendance was large and there was a fair 
Yale delegation to stir up considerable en- 
thusiasm. 

Yale holds the intercollegiate hockey 
championship, and the sympathizers of the 
collegians had anticipated a victory. These 
hopes were sustained throughout the first 
half, for Yale made@the only goal. A dis- 
tinct surprise awaited the blue team in 
the final half, when the Hockey Club, by 
a series of fast and cleverly executed plays, 
first tied the game and then forged ahead 
just enough to win. The Yale players 
worked furiously in the last five minutes 
in an effort to square accounts, but the 
referee’s whistle sounded before the cov- 
eted goal was made. 

Both teams showed new material in some 
of the _ positions. The Hockey Club 
brought out three new players—Clarke, Mc- 
Kenzie, and Butler—all Canadians, the first 
two coming from Halifax and Butler from 
Montreal. They are all skilled players, and 
added material strength to the team. Only 
three of the seven Yale men played on the 
college team last season—Stern, Hitchcock, 
(the Captain,) and Potter. The others, 
however, have had wide experience in 
hockey, and demonstrated that Yale will 
have a strong team this Winter. : 

Russell, the Hockey Club Captain, and 
Marcus for Yale faced off, and for ten 
minutes the puck was kept flying back and 
forth over the ice without any material 
advantage, although the Hockey Club 
players were in the Yale. territory the 
greater part of the time. Hitchcock and 
Sellick played a grand defensive game and 
stopped many clever goal shots, Stern him- 
self guarding the goal with unceasing 
watchfulness. Hitcheock and Dilworth, 
who had taken Rowland’s place as one of 
the Yale forwards, finally managed to force 
the puck into their enemies’ territory, and 
Oliver seized a chance to make a_ long try 
for a goal. Ellison, the Hockey Club goal 
keeper, stopped the puck from going into 
the net, but he made a low return, and the 
Yale players immediately got possession 
of the puck, and after a short scrimmage 
Marcus scored the goal for Yale and the 
first point of the game. 

Some furious playing followed, and just 
as time was called McKenzie, one of the 
Hockey Club’s new men, fell in a scrim- 
mage, and in the mélée had his wrist badly 
cut, His place was taken by De Casanova, 
who did splendid work in the second half. 

The second half started rather slowly, 
but the players soon warmed up to work, 
and some splendid passing was seen, Phil- 
lips made a long carry of the puck close 
to the Yale goal, and Russell made an 
effort to put it in the but Hitchcock 
saved it in the nick of time. Sellick then 
carried it up toward the Hocky Club goal 
and Hitchcock made a long drive to score, 
but without success. Newbury then re- 
turned the puck to the other side of the 
rink only to have Marcus take it when 
near the goal and run it back again. rhe 
piaying grew livelier every minute, and 
after some brisk playing De Casanova car- 
ried the pack close to the goal, then pass- 
ing it to Russell, who shot it into the net 
by a quick stroke, : 

The score was now even, but in the re- 
maining play the local team showed su- 
perior team work. Within less than a min- 
ute Russell barely missed a goal, and -the 
Yale lads constantly , kept on the 
defensive. Russell and Sellick then engaged 
in a little hot tussle for the rubber, and 
De Casanova soon got into the struggle. 
The puck was hit across the rink, when 
tussell returned it and De Casanova, get- 
ting it close to the. goal, shot it in and 
made the winning point.

Details of Recent Reliability Contest of 
Automobile Club. 


Advance copies of the complete report of 
the Contest Committee of the Automobile 
Club of America on the 500-mile reliability 
contest from this city to Boston and return 
under the auspices of the club last October 
were received at the clubhouse and made 
public by Secretary Butler of the club yes- 
terday. The report is a rather bulky vol- 
ume of 112 pages, and contains, in addition 
to the report and recommendations of the 
committee, a detailed account of the per- 
formance of every car in the contest and 
an analysis of the results of the competi- 
tion as a whole. 

There were seventy-five starters in the 
contest, of which sixty-eight completed the 
round trip, and of which sixty-five received 
first-class certificates for an average speed 
of twelve to fourteen miles an hour, one 
a second-class certificate for a speed of 
ten to twelve miles an hour, one a third- 
class certificate for a speed of eight to ten 


miles an hour, and one no award at all, 
having made less than eight miles an hour.

Since the rapid transit 
subway was begun, no public undertak- 
ing of equal importance to the develop- 
ment of the city and the comfort and 
convenience of its citizens has been un- 
der discussion. 





GREAT BRITAIN’S POSITION. 

Nothing in the conduct or in the dec- 
larations of the two allied Powers now 
operating against Venezuela has been of 
a nature to give so much satisfaction to 
the people of the United States as the 
statement of Lord LANSDOWNE in the 
House of Lords yesterday that “it was 
not intended to land a British force, and 
still less to occupy Venezuelan terri- 
tory.” ; 

We do not expect either of the two 
European Powers to admit or disclaim 
an intention permanently to occupy 
Venezuelan territory. As that would be 
altogether inadmissible, such an inten- 
tion could not be charged or suspected. 
Lord LANSDOWNE refers, of course, to a 
temporary occupation, with a view to in- 
creasing the pressure upon President 
Castro. In view of the deep concern 
with which we regard the demonstration 
against Venezuela, it is an indication of 
the high wisdom of his Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment that it has determined to limit 
the undertaking to a blockade of ports. 

No new or unusual impression is cre- 
ated here by the Berlin dispatch inti- 
mating that Germany’s reply to CASTRO'S 
offer of arbitration “‘is not likely to be. 
ready for some days.’ Whatever views 
we may hold as to the great propriety 
of prompt action on the part of Ger- 
many, we are not surprised by the state- 
ment that she will take her time. 

Meanwhile, it is of high and hopeful 
significance that the Atlantic cables last 
night were reported to be exceedingly 
busy, insomuch that by one of the lines 
at least some dispatches were refused. 
Information is the best guide to enlight- 
ened decisions, and it would appear that 
a considerable volume of information is 
going forward to the European Chancel- 
leries. Secretary Hay’s contribution to 
the stock of European knowledge is per- 
haps not the least important. It is re- 
ported from Washington that he has in- 
structed the United States Ambassadors 
at London, Berlin, and Rome again to 
invite the attention of the Governments 
to which they are accredited to the Ven- 
ezuelan proposal to arbitrate the diffi- 
culty, in order that an early expression 
of their opinion may be obtained. 

It is perfectly open to us to ask for an 
early expression. But it will not be mis- 
understood in the Foreign Offices of Eu- 
ropean Governments that asking for it 
shows a desire to receive it with reason- 
able promptness. As an indication of 
the state of public opinion in this coun- 
try, Secretary Hay’s instruction 
Ambassadors can hardly be 
preted.

GERMAN ABSOLUTISM AND THE 
TARIFF. 

There is an aspect of the passage of 
the German Tariff bill which is consider- 
ably more important than its economic 
effect, serious as that is. It is the fact 
that the system of representative Gov- 
ernment through a Parliament has prac- 
tigally broken down. Count von BuELOW 
has his tariff, such as it is, and he can 
now go on with his negotiation of com- 


mercial treaties with practically a free 
hand, since he has high duties on which 
he can dicker. But the means by which 
the majority 
consented to give him his tariff will, in 
the future, constitute a precedent for 
almost complete absolutism. 

What the Chancellor did was to effect 
a bargain with the Agrarians and their 
allies by which he was allowed to “ clo- 
sure” the bill as a whole with the great 
body of its nine hundred and odd items 
undiscussed. This is something like the 
passage of a tariff bill in the House and 
the Senate without debate under the op- 
eration of the previous question. But it 
is far more significant. In our country. 


parties in the Reichstag 


there is no summary process of action in 
the Senate at all, and if there were there 
would always remain the power of the 
President to suspend the operation of a 
law unless it were repassed by a two- 
thirds vote, leaving the final disposition 
of the act to a little more than a third 
of the members of either house. When 
the majority consented, at the dictation 
of the Ministry, to forego the right of 
discussion, it substantially surrendered 
all the real control it had over legisla- 
tion. For it must be remembered that 


the Reichstag has neither direct com-, 


mand of the pursestrings nor any voice 
in the selection, retention, or dismissal 
of the Ministers. The Emperor has the 
right of absolute veto, as has also the 
Bundesrath, or council of the federated 
kingdoms. The real function of the 
Reichstag was debate in such fashion as 
to turn the light, more or less fierce, of 
public opinion on the measures of the 
Government. If it gives up that, the 
power of the throne is limited only by 
the skill of the Ministers in making bar- 
gains such as that just consummated. 
The responsibility of the Ministers, 
vague enough at best, becomes illusory. 

It looks as if the Chancellor had made 
a serious error. The storm of criticism 
that he has aroused is not confined to 
the recognized opposition. Very many 
of the papers ordinarily supporting the 
Government participate in it. If the sen- 
timent shall be sufficiently strong and 
lasting to induce the voters to send a 
majority to the Reichstag that will over- 
throw the precedent the mischief may 
yet be undone. But that failing, Ger- 
many faces something like a reactionary 
revolution. 


THE UNITED STATES AND GERMANY. 


Through reports systematically dissem- 
inated the attempt has been made to in- 
fluence the United States against Germany 
and create the belief that Germany is fol- 
lowing in Venezuela plans that may lead 
to a conflict with the Union.—The New 
Yorker Staats-Zeitung of yesterday. 

The press of the country is certainly 
engaged in the business of systematical- 
ly disseminating truthful information 
concerning the situation in Venezuela, 
so far as the truth is ascertainable. Does 
our neighbor think that the publication 
of the truth tends to influence the peo- 
ple of the United States against Ger- 
many? If that is the case, either the 
acts of Germany must be of doubtful 
propriety, or we must be a very unrea- 
sonable people. Which is it? 

But how quickly Germany could bring 
us all over to her side by agreeing to ac- 
cept Castro’s offer of arbitration! 


CHILD LABOR IN COAL MINES. 


It is evident that the President made 
no mistake in the selection of the An- 
thracite Strike Commission. Commis- 
sioner and Judge Gray alone has a dozen 
times over shown himself worth his 
weight in goid. 

Most conspicuously in the latest phase 
of the investigation it was made to ap- 
pear, by the injudicious efforts of the 
attorney for the mine workers, that chil- 
dren were employed at the mines, at 
night, at the rate of from 3 cents to 5% 
an hour. With no other facts that would 
look as if American parents were so un- 
fortunate and distressed that they had to 
let their little girls work in the mines at 
such wages in order to keep the souls 
and bodies of the families together. That 
a body of workers should be reduced, in 
the United States of America, and at the 
beginning of the twentieth century, to 
such straits, might well afflict every 
American and did afflict the commis- 
sion. But then came a new light. The 
attorney for the operators had already 
offered to show what the wages were 
that were earned by and paid to the 
fathers of these children. Having an 
inkling of these figures and of their bear- 
ing on the situation, Judge Gray ob- 
served: ‘“‘ We refused them then, but we 
will take them now.” 

When taken the figures showed that 
the father of one of these slave children 
had earned and been paid, for a year’s 
work, $1,121.05; that the father of anoth- 
er had received, for eight and a half 
months, $934.51, and the father of a 
third, for six months’ work, $375.02. 
With regard to this last case of parental 
affection it was explained that “ Mc- 
DERMOTT had an accident.” “ He ought 
to have an accident,” retorted Judge 
Gray, in words that will run found the 
United States and meet with warm ap- 
proval in every part of it. 

In truth, it is a shameful showing that 
an American father of a family, earning 
something like a thousand dollars a year, 
in the anthracite region of Pennsylvania, 
should put his little children to work in 
coal mines, at night, for the pittance of 
5 cents an hour. We do, for our sins and 
to our cost, know that there are in the 
anthracite regions various lost tribes of 
Southeastern Europeans—Polacks, Hun- 
garians, Bohemians, or what not—who 
have no civilization, no decency, no any- 
thing but covetousness, and who would 
with pleasure immolate their offspring 
on the shrine of the golden calf, for the 
low return of 5 cents an hour. But the 
name of the particular unnatural parent 
who met with an accident, and, as Judge 
Gray justly remarked, “justly so,” ap- 
pears to be not Denko, nor yet Siscack, 
but McDermott. It is an Irish-American 
who has traded off his birthright, or his 
naturatization right, for this contempti- 
ble mess of pottage. 

We should not like to exaggerate the 
incident. It would be as easy to make 
too much of it as too little. All the same, 
when the next labor leader begins to 
talk about “the American standard of 
living,” and the necessity of maintaining 
it in the anthracite regions, we shall 
have to recall this testimony and to 
point out that an unnatural and uncivil- 
ized parent who will send his little chil- 
dren to the coal breakers to earn 5 cents 
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an hour by night work, when he him- 
self is earning $1,000 a year, is by nature 
incapable of maintaining the American 
standard of living, and that his room is 
far preferable to his company. 


SELF-HELP FOR IRELAND. 

“You must not give anything to an 
Irishman; you must not do anything for 
an Irishman.” This was the radical 
statement made by the Right Hon. 
HORACE PLUNKETT on Monday evening 
before the Society for Political Educa- 
tion in explaining the work of the Irish 
Agricultural Organization Society. The 
statement made the more impressive the 
remarkable success of that work in help- 
ing the Irish farmers to help themselves. 
The essential aim of the society is to 
teach the Irish farmers how to work to- 
gether at every stage of their business. 
It is in no sense a charity. It is ani- 
mated by the strongest well-wishing, 
but it is not in the common meaning of 
the word benevolent. It is patriotic, but 
it is not even indirectly or remotely po- 
litical or partisan. It has been carried 
on for about twelve years, and its suc- 
cess is striking and encouraging. The 
various self-helping organizations formed 
number some 700, with about 70,000 
members, all heads of families, so that 
not less than 300,000 of the people of 
Ireland are interested in these organiza- 
tions and benefited by them. 

It was a simple and sober, but very 
pathetic picture of the condition of Irish 
life that Mr. PLUNKETT presented in ex- 
plaining the need for this work. The 
population reduced in fifty years from 
8,000,000 to 4,500,000 by the emigration 
chiefly of the young and strong from the 
rural districts; the usually sound rule of 
free contract in the tenure of land viti- 
ated by the fact that the farmers must 
either rent land, emigrate, or starve; the 
gradual sinking of the people in the least 
fertile and often the most congested re- 
gions into ignorance, inefficiency, and 
increasing poverty; wasteful modes of 
farming, worse modes of marketing, and 
still worse modes of living—these were 
the conditions in many parts of Ireland, 
for which it seemed that there was no 
outside relief. The Agricultural Organi- 
zation Society was formed to secure re- 
lief from the inside. As has been said, 
its main object was to teach the farmers 
how they could work better by working 
together. This co-operation naturally 
related to purchases of supplies and im- 
plements, to industrial production, and 
to sales. Agricultural societies were 
formed, at first in a small way, for pur- 
chasing at wholesale prices the needed 
supplies and stock gnd tools, then cream- 
eries and factories were established for 
the production of butter and cheese or 
for the disposition of milk, then poultry 
societies for like work as to poultry and 
eggs, then co-operative sale societies 
were formed or relations entered into 
with others already in existence, and 
finally agricultural banks were estab- 
lished. 

These various forms of united effort 
among the farmers have secured some 
important advantages. The farmers buy 
on the best terms. They fit their prod- 
ucts to obtain the best prices, and they 
reduce the cost of disposing of them to 
the lowest practicable rate. By experi- 
ence, conference, and study they im- 
prove their farming. They are gradual- 
ly learning to turn out the best at the 
least cost and to make the most of what 
they get. Of course, there have been 
difficulties to encounter and overcome, 
and there have been many delays. But 
on the whole the work has gone on from 
better to better and is healthy and prom- 
ising. According to Mr. PLUNKETT it has 
been both helped and embarrassed by 
the establishment of the Government de- 
partment of agricultural and technical 
instruction. The actual instruction is 
valuable, but the notion that the Gov- 
ernment is to step in and aid is some- 
what demoralizing. But this will doubt- 
less be remedied as the real purpose of 
the Government is defined and under- 
stood. 

The most recent and the most inter- 
esting of the institutions described by 
Mr. PLUNKETT was that of the agricult- 
ural banks. These he bluntly described 
as associations of practically insolvent 
men to loan money to each other. Of 
course, there had to be a little capital to 
start with, and this was furnished by 
friends of the movement in part and in 
part later by the Government. But once 
started the bank observed two impor- 
tant rules. It only loaned for specific 
plans for improvement and production, 
approved by a committee of the bank, 
and it loaned, not on short time, but for 
such period as was needed to carry out 
the plan, payment by installments being 
allowed. The banks also pay such inter- 
est on deposits as is safe, and thus en- 
courage thrift. At the latest returns 
there were some 130 of these banks, 
with about 4,500 members, and loans an- 
nually of some $60,000. The amount 
seems small in these days of large trans- 
actions, but it means much to the farm- 
ers of Ireland in what it implies and in 
what it makes possible. 

We commend the Irish Agricultural 
Organization Society to the careful study 
and generous aid of all Irishmen in a 
position to advance its usefulness. 


THE TAFF VALE DAMAGE SUIT. 

The House of Lords having, on an in- 
terlocutory point, decided that trades 
unions in Great Britain may be sued in 
courts of law and judgments satisfied 
from funds in their treasuries, the man- 
agement of the Taff Vale Railroad has 
begun action against the Amalgamated 
Society of Railway Servants, claiming: 
(1) damages for “ maliciously and un- 
lawfully conspiring together to molest 
and injure the plaintiffs in their busi- 
ness, and for maliciously and wrong- 
fully procuring certain of the plaintiffs’ 
servants to break their contracts of ser- 
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vice with the plaintiffs, and for mali- 
ciously and wrongfully watching and be- 
setting, and causing to be watched and 
beset, the plaintiffs’ works and ap- 
rroaches thereto, and the places of resi- 
dence of the workmen employed by the 
plaintiffs or proposing to work for the 
plaintiffs, and divers other places, in- 
cluding the Great Western Railway sta- 
tion at Cardiff, and for using violence 
and intimidation toward the plaintiffs 
and their servants, and for preventing 
persons from working for the plaintiffs, 
and for otherwise committing violation 
of the legal rights of the plaintiffs,’’ and, 
(2) an injunction restraining the defend- 
ants, their servants, and agents from re- 
peating any of the above-mentioned acts. 

The complainants’ brief makes what 
tnust be regarded as a very bad show- 
ing for the union and its officers, sev- 
eral of whom are individually joined as 
deferdants. The facts are pretty well 
known to every one in this country for 
whom they have especial interest, and in- 
clude recourse to nearly every expedient 
known to organized labor to win its 
strike or ruin the company. The dam- 
ages sought by the company are in- 
tended to be compensatory for actual loss 
and injury suffered during the strike, to 
the amount of between £27,000 and £28,- 
090, as the plaintiffs expect to show. 

This is the decisive battle in the war 
of organized labor against individual and 
corporate employers. Whatever the 
measure of damages awarded the Taff 
Vale Railroad Company, the lesson will 
no doubt be wholesome and will at least 
impress the labor leaders with the ad- 
vantage of keeping within the law and 
respecting the rights of persons and 
property. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Not at all for the sake of having the 
last word, but simply to keep the Christ- 
mas-tree topic before our readers for their 
own moral welfare and the advantage their 
increase in wisdom may have on the forests 
of the future, we wil! gently manhandle 
once more that friend in Tunkhannock who 
so fondly imagines that rusticity is a better 
foundation. than science for opinions about 
the conifers. His request that we ‘ Sub- 
side,’’ despite his attempt to make it pal- 
atable by expressing confidence that the 
subsidence will be graceful, still hath a 
bitter flavor, and our distaste therefor re- 
mains quite great enough to prompt, in the 
hope that he may find it useful in other 
controversies, the revelation that when an 
argument has been once demolished it is a 
reckless waste of energy to repeat that ar- 
gument in different words. To do so mere- 
ly changes a discussion of facts into a 
question of veracity, and of that the pos- 
sible outcome is always that very dreadful 
thing, a breach of the peace. Of what 
use was it to tell us again that when young 
evergreens grow where they have room to 
develop freely they put out low branches 
and never become worth sawing into lum- 
ber? The second statement of the alleged 
fact was no more convincing than the 
first, even when helped out by a disquisi- 
tion on the superiority of chore boys to 
the editors of arboricultural journals. As 
for the plan of planting trees close to- 
gether, in imitation of ‘‘ natural’’ condi- 
tions, of course good timber could be pro- 
duced in that way, but it would involve an 
enormous waste of time, while the trees 
fought out the slow battle with each other 
and starvation, and the modern foresters 
prefer to set their nurslings well apart and 
to do with an axe and in a few minutes 
that lopping off of low branches which 
“nature ’”’ takes ten or fifteen years to ac- 
complish. Whatever the Tunkhannockian 
or his chore boy may believe, the Christ- 
mas tree in esse, e’en though it grow on 
cleared land, is in posse a greater or less 
number of hundred feet of sound lumber 
and whispering shade, and to cut it untime- 
ly down for the few cents it will bring now 
is cruel robbery of those pathetically help- 
less creatures, our descendants. 


—As we cannot possibly be suspected of 
failure to appreciate the worth of any man 
who dies in the performance of his duty as 
a member of the United States States Army 
or Navy, we are confident that we shall 
not be misunderstood when we criticise and 
regret the wording of the inscription on the 
tablet placed this week in the chapel of the 
Naval Academy. The inscription reads: 

In Memoriam. 
JOSEPH CABELL BRECKINRIDGE, 
proto-martyr of the war with Spain. 

Born Fort Monroe, Va., March 6, 1872. 
Washed overboard from United States torpedo 
boat Cushing Feb. 11, 1898. 

Now, the’ Maine was not blown up until 
Feb. 15, 1898, and on the 11th of that month 
a war with Spain was not in progress, and 
few considered one more than remotely 
possible. The Cushing, when the young 
Ensign was washed from her deck, was on 
her way to Havana with dispatches for the 
Maine's commander, and actually as weil 
as theoretically we were at peace with all 
the world. How, then, was he “ the proto- 
martyr of the war with Spain’’? That he 
should have a memorial tablet at the Naval 
Academy is entirely and eminently fitting, 
but he who writes in bronze can fairly be 
expected to write accurately, with some re- 
gard for the meaning of words, and with a 
view to informing, not misleading, poster- 
ity. Young BRECKINRIDGE died in his coun- 
try’s service as truly as if he had fallen 
in a great battle, but he was not the proto- 
martyr, or any other martyr, of the war 

with Spain. 


—wWe published the other day a letter 
from Prof. Henry T. BLAKE of New Ha- 
ven, highly extolling the Connecticut sys- 
tem of voting by means of ballots bearing 
only the names of one set of candidates 
and securely sealed by the voter himself 
in an official envelope. The letter was 
elicited by some adverse comment on our 
own blanket ballots that had appeared in 
this column, and so enthusiastic was the 
professor in his eulogy of the Connecticut 
plan that we were considerably impressed 
by it. Now, however, comes along The 
Hartford Courant with the declaration that 
Frof. BLAKE’s praise of the plan was, if 
not the first, at least the first for a long 
time, it had heard, and it adds a long list 
of the plan’s imperfections and of the op- 
portunities it offers for disfranchising mis- 
takes and for the exercise of deception 
and coercion. ‘*‘ Whoever,’’ says The Cour- 
ant, “‘puts his ballot in the wrong en- 
velope loses it; whoever forgets to lick it 
down tight or is too dry to do so, who- 
ever by accident puts two different bal- 
lots in the same envelope, whoever, fold- 
ing his ballot into-the envelope, accident- 
ally and all unknown to himself folds in 
also any loose slip of paper or anything 
else perceptible—all these, each and every, 
lose their votes. Deft management can 
secure an envelope and carry it outside 
the booth; then voters can be loaded be- 
forehand and ‘voted’ easily at so much 
per."’ And, in conclusion, The Courant de- 
clares that it had supposed the State of 
Connecticut to be “dead tired” of Its 
present secret ballot law! Thus do opinions 
differ, and thus, for New Yorkers, perhaps, 
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is discontent with their own known ills 
mitigated by fear of exchanging them for 
the ills of other people. 


HIGH PRICE OF COAL. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have been glad to see the articles in 
THE TIMEs on the coal question, but there 
is one point that has not been touched 
upon, and that is the question of the combi- 
nation between the coal operators and the 
So-called speculators. Is it not a curious 
thing that the so-called speculators can 
get all the coal they want and that the 
regular dealers cannot get any, and as @ 
consequence are obliged to buy of specu- 
lators for $10 to $12 a ton what is sold or 
could be sold for $4 or $5 per ton? 

The coal dealers, as I understand it, can- 
not buy of the operators. If that is an at- 
tempt to recoup their strike losses by 
grinding the face of the poor, it is the 
most heinous crime that has ever been. per- 
petrated for the sake of gain. Children 
are deprived of bread and the self-respect- 
ing poor man is suffering because of the in- 
iquitous price that is being charged for 
coal. It seems to me that this question is 
one that ought to be ventilated by the press 
until this crime against humanity be 
stopped, for it is the firm conviction of 
many —— that the high price of coal is 
due to t he coal operators, and that they 
alone are to blame. 

Mr. Baer has asserted the divine right to 
do what he will with his own, but there is 
no divine right to do what he will with our 
own, only the divine right to do what we 
ought with our own, and-if the possessors 
of any monoply in this country think that 
they have the divine right to starve and 
freeze their fellow-beings in order to keep 
up dividends, some law, constitutional or 
extra-constitutional, must be discovered 
to limit their divine rights.

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PROGRESS TOWARD CANAL 


Agreement with Colombia Has 
Been Practically Reached. 


Acting Minister Herran Clothed with 
Full Power to Sign Treaty—Senator 
Morgan Seeks to Fix Canal 
Commission’s Pay. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Dr. Herran, 
Chargé d'Affaires for Colombia, called at 
the State Department to-day and informed 
Secretary Hay that Minister Concha had 
sailed from New York for his home in Co- 
lombia. Concha, however, technically con- 
tinues as Minister and will so continue until 
he personalty presents letters of recall or 
such letters are presented by his successor. 
Minister Concha’s conduct in connection 
with pending negotiations for jurisdiction 
over the strip of land through which the 
canal is t¥ be built caused him to remove 
to New York on accaunt of “ indisposi- 
tion,’’ which indisposition there is reason 
to believe was brought about by orders 
from Bogota directing him to turn over the 
legation to Dr. Herran that the latter 
might conduct the negotiations between 
the two Governments. Dr. Herran has 
been clothed with full powers to negotiate 
and sign a treaty, and it is the under- 
standing that an agreement has been prac- 
tically reached. 

Dr. Herran has been holding frequent 
conferences with Secretary Hay, nearly an 
hour having been spent to-day in discus- 
sion of the terms of the convention. It is 
intimated that the only question unsettled 
is the price to be paid Colombia for the 
land to be acquired. \ Heretofore the 
stumbling block was as to whether Co- 
lombia could transfer jurisdiction of any 
portion of her territory to a foreign power. 
That having been removed it is confi- 
dently believed the question of money con- 


sideration will be satisfactorily determined 
if it has not already been, and that the 
treaty will be sent to the Senate before 
adjournment for the holidays or shortly 
snot the reassembling of Congress in Jan- 
ary. 

There was a brief colloquy in the Senate 
to-day, which will interest those gentle- 
men who are seeking to be appointed mem- 
bers of the Nicaragua Canal Commission. 
Senator Morgan has a bill fixing the com- 
pensation of the Commissioners at $5,000 
per annum, and in asking for its reference 
to the Interoceanic Canal Committee he 
explained that the Commissioners of the 
present commission were paid at the rate 
of $1,000 per month, and that their services 
had extended over a period of twenty- 
nine and one-half’ months. Responding to 
an inquiry, Mr. Morgan said only six 
months had been spent by the commission 
in Nicaragua and two weeks in Panama. 

Mr. Hale thought that was a remark- 
able statement, with which Mr. Morgan 
agreed, and said it was a fact which 
should induce Congress to take action to 
regulate the expenses of the Nicaragua 
Commission when appointed. He wanted 
something done in advance of commencing 
work that will prevent this Government 
from running into the iniquities of the old 
Panama Company, which expended 3260.- 
000,000, and had practically nothing to 
show for it. It is evident from this brief 
discussion that the Senate has in mind the 
passage of a bill, not only to fix the salary 
of the Commissioners, but to provide that 
they shall be supplied with statutory regu- 
lations that will forbid extravaganve in 
expenditures and insure to a certain ¢x- 
tent that each Commissioner shall attend 
to his duties. : 

Applicants for appointment to the Board 
of Commissioners have been laboring un- 
der the impression that there would be 
comparatively little for them to do, and 
that this little could be done at Washing- 
ton or New York, at one of which points 
the headquarters of the commission would 
be established. 

Senator Morgan's bill provides that the 
Commissioners shall have permanent of- 
fices in the vicinity of the canal, and that 
their meetings shall be held on the line of 
the canal. Permanent residence either in 
Nicaragua or Colombia may not be so 
pleasing a prospect to several of the gen- 
tlemen who are seeking appointment as 
Commissioners, and if Mr. Morgan shall 
succeed in having his bill passed it is prob- 
able there will be fewer applicants for ap- 
pointment. 


COLONIZATION IMPRACTICABLE. 


Senator Tillman Says the Negro Prob- 
lem Cannot Be Solved by Senator 
Morgan's Plan. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Senator Till- 
man, who is nothing if not virulent on the 
negro question, expressed his views to-day 
on the plan urged by Senator Morgan of 
Alabama for the colonization of the colored 
people of the South in the Philippines. He 
discounts the idea entirely, and predicts 
that the negro would not go if he could, 
and the Government, he said, cannot afford 
to ship him. 

“‘It's too much like the ‘forty acre and 
mule’ scheme that was suggested at the 
close of the war,’’ said Senator Tillman. 
‘“‘Most of the plans that are suggested, I 
believe, are the result of speeches by ne- 
groes who have acquired some education 
and the gift of gab. I tell you none of 
these plans will ever succeed—that is, from 
the humanitarian point of view, and the 


American people will insist upon that being 
taken under consideration. 

‘* Now, say that the negroes are taken to 
the Philippines. There will be the cost of 
transportation to the Pacific Ocean, of the 
ocean te ay on of the preparation of some 
temporary habitation until they are able 
to provide for themselves, and teeding them 
until they raise, harvest, and market their 
first crop. If the Government intends to 
do this for them, why the item of expense 
would be something enormous, It would 
be necessary to tax the people to the point 
of oppression. No, Sir; all such plans are 
chimerical dreams of the wildest character. 

‘*Just suppose such a plan is put into 
practice by the Government. Possibly with 
hurrahs, camp-meeting fervor, and prom- 
ises of paradise, 2,000,000 people might be 
induced to go to the islands, but then you 
would have 7,000,000 left. The removal of 
2,000,000 negroes is not going to solve the 
problem. The race breeds so fast that the 
two-million gap would be filled in no time, 
and you still have that great expense on 
the other side of the Pacific Ocean. 

“It seems we can never get beyond the 
penetrating stink of this ‘ Lily White’ and 
‘Black and Tan’ business. It is continu- 
ally popping up in one form or another. 
First, it is giving the negro his rights, then 
it is eliminating him from politics, with 
the educatonal question and colonization 
schemes following close in the rear.” 

Senator Morgan is trying to get his idea 
under headway in Congress, and has hopes 
that it will meet with the approval of 
Gov. Taft and the Administration here. 
He is not urging any legislation at this 
time, and says that the colored people will 
go if they have a chance. When once some 
of them have gone and have made a suc- 
cess in the islands their kin will follow. He 
does not belfeve in sending all the colored 
people to the Philippines at once, but would 
have them go gradually and establish 
themselves successfully by slow and sure 
degrees. 


OFFICERS ASKED TO REMAIN. 


Rear Admirals Melville and Kenny May 
Not Retire at Once. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.— Secretary 
Moody announced to-day that he had de- 
cided to request Rear Admirals Melville and 
Kenny, respectively Chief of the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering and Paymaster Gen- 
eral of the Navy, .to serve out the re- 
mainder of their terms as bureau chiefs. 
Ordinarily both these officers would have 
been retired next January, when they 
reach the age of sixty-two years, 

Admiral Melville’s commission as Chief 
of the Bureau of Steam Engineering will 
expire Aug. 8, 1903, and Admiral Kenny’s 
May 4, 190%. Both officers have records of 
exceptional efficiency. 


The Day in the House. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The House to- 
day passed the bill transferring from the 
Treasury Department to the Department 
of Agriculture the power to establish regu- 
lation for the suppression of contagious 
diseases among live stock, and devoted the 
remainder of the day to the Legislative 
Appropriation bill, on which rapid progress 
was made. i 


THE “LILY WHITE” FIGHT. 


Controversy Broken Out Anew Over 
Collectorship at Newberne, N. C. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The “Lily 
White” fight in North Carolina has broken 
out in a new place, and Surveyor James 8. 
Clarkson of New York is to be brought 
into it in a new way. A “Lily White” 
politician was to-day sent to New York 
to enlist Mr. Clarkson’s aid in preventing 
the removal of the Collector of Customs 
at Newberne, N. C., and in fighting Sen- 
ator Pritchard’s candidate for the place. 

This is a new manifestation of the race 
fight, for both the candidates are white 
men. Mayer Hahn, the present Collector 
at Newberne, however, is one of the white 
politicians who are allied with the negro 
voters and opposed to the attempt to re- 
organize the party. Senator Pritchard is 
determined to get rid of that entire ele- 
ment, and in addition to his fight on the 
colored Postmaster at Wilson he has be- 
gun one on Mr. Hahn. 

Yesterday Mr. Pritchard went to the 
White House and submitted the name of 
D. H. Patrick for the Collectorship. Mr. 
Patrick is said to be an unexceptionable 
candidate, a man of high repute and 
ability. The President seemed to receive 
the name favorably, and the impression 
yesterday Was that Mr. Patrick would be 
appointed. 

Mr. Hahn is here in Washington, and be- 
came alarmed over the outlook. To-day he 
sent one of his friends to New York to 
see Mr. Clarkson and secure the assistance 
of the Surveyor of the Port, who is re- 
garded by Mr. Hahn and his people as the 
Administration’s general manager in all 
matters relating to Southern politics. 

Mr. Hahn is said to be worth about $150,- 
000, and is a man of standing in the come- 
munity where he lives. He is strongly in- 
dorsed by Democrats and Republicans in 
Newberne and has a good official record. 
He was a delegate to the State Convention 
at Greensborough when the “ Lily White” 
organization was started. At that con- 
vention several negro delegates were un- 
seated, including ex-Congressman O’Hara 
and Recorder Cheatham. Mr. Hahn, al- 
though a white man, was unseated, too. 

The battle has extended beyond the 
boundaries of color, and Mr. Pritchard is 
fighting white men as well as negroes, pro- 
vided the white men support the old order 
of things. For this reason he is demand- 
ing that Mr. Hahn shall go. He has al- 
ready been seriously hampered, if not 
thwarted, by the opposition of Mr. Clark- 
son, who is generally recognized as the 
most powerful Republican factor in Sonth- 
ern politics, next to Mr. Pritchard himself. 
This in spite of the fact that Mr. Clark- 
son lives in New York, and was recently 
an Iowan. 

The impression is general in the South 
that this battle over Postmasterships and 
Collectorships is really the preliminary 
fight for the control of the Southern dele- 
gates in the Republican Convention of 1904. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—While no of- 
ficial announcement has been made, it is 
understood the President has decided to 
appoint Dr. W. D. Crum, the colored appli- 
eant, as Collector of the Port of Charles- 
ton, S. C. Investigation.of the charges in- 
volving the integrity of Dr. Crum has been 
made by the President, and it is stated 
they have been found to be unwarranted. 
Unless other charges are made and _ sub- 
stantiated, the President, in accordance 
with his original intentions, will appoint 


him. se 
It is understood also that the President 


will appoint V. P. Clayton as United States 
Marshal of South Carolina to fill the_va- 
cancy made by the death of Marshal Cun- 
ningham. Mr. Clayton was Marshal Cun- 
ningham’s first deputy and is now Acting 
Marshal. 


TO LIMIT PUBLIC SERVICE. 


Bill Introduced to Make the Limit Six 
Years in the Government Employ. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Senator Scott 
(West Va.) to-day introduced a bill for an 
amendment of the civil service law. It pro- 
vides that all persons employed in the 
classified service shall serve for a term of 
six years, and that after the expiration of 
thair term they shall be eligible to another 
six-year term only. 

Railway mail clerks are exempted, and 
provision is made for their permanent em-~- 
ployment. The bill also provides that the 
classified service shall include only per- 
sons whose salaries range from $900 to 
$1,800. 


THE CUBAN TREATY. 


Gen. Bliss Returns from Havana with 
Completed Instrument Ready 
for Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—General Tas- 
ker H. Bliss, who was sent to Havana to 
aid Minister Squiers in drafting a reci- 
procity treaty between the United States 
and Cuba, reached Washington this morn- 
ing and delivered to Secretary Hay the 
treaty signed in Havana last week. It pro- 
vides for a 20 per cent. reduction in the 
tariff charges on Cuban products entering 
the United States and heavy reductions on 
American exports to Cuba. 

The document that was signed in Ha- 
vana is a treaty pure and simple, and as 
such will be forwarded to the Senate by 
Secretary Hay. 

Minister Quesada, who initiated the pro- 
ceedings here for his Government, but was 


unable to bring them to a successful con- 
clusion, expected that it would be neces- 
sary for him to sign a definitive treaty 
here, but, owing to the thoroughness with 
which Gen. Bliss prosecuted his work, 
nothing further remains to be done by the 
executive branch. 

The treaty with Cuba, which was nego- 
tiated in Havana by Gen, Bliss, and which 
arrived in Washington in Gen. Bliss’s 
hands to-day, was presented to the Cabi- 
net and considered in detail. It is ready for 
presentation to Congress, and probably will 
be transmitted to the Senate within twen- 
ty-four hours. It is regarded as highly im- 
portant that it should be ratified promptly, 
as the present Venezuelan situation em- 
shasizes the necessity for coaling stations 
n Cuba. While definite action upon the 
treaty by the Senate, or by Congress, if the 
necessity arises to present it also to the 
House of Representatives is scarcely to be 
expected before the holiday recess, the Ad- 
ministration is hopeful of prompt consid- 
eration of it after Congress reconvenes. 


NATIONAL BANK CLOSED 


Controller of Treasury Proceeds Against 
Institution at Hyndman, Penn. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Controller of 
the Currency Ridgley has closed the Na- 
tional Bank of South Pennsylvania at 
Hyndman, Penn., and has appointed Walter 
R. Mason, Bank Examiner, as receiver. 

The report of the condition of the bank 
at the close of business Nov. 25, 1902, shows 
its resources and liabilities on that date as 
follows: 

Resources: Loans and discounts, $53,410; 
bonds, and interest on same, $13,700; stocks, 
securities, claims, &c., $17,040; due from 
National and other banks, $17,275; . legal 
tender and specie, $8,544. e 

Liabilities: Capital stock, $50,000; surplus 
and undivided profits, $10,016; circulating 
notes, $12,500; due to National banks and 
other banks, $3,058; deposits, $40,432. : 

The failure of the bank was due to losses 
sustained through large loans made to 
officers and Directors. A controversy has 
existed between the stockholders of the 
bank of several weeks’ duration, and ag 
attempt was made to arrange the affair¢ 
of the bank and prevent a receivership, 
Owing to the impossibility of any agree 
ment being reached, the Controller to-daw 
appointed a receiver at the request of the 
larger stocksholders. 


Statehood Discussion Postponed. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—In the Senate 
to-day Mr. Dillingham concluded his re- 
marks in opposition to the Omnibus State- 
hood bill, and by unanimous consent it was 
agreed there should be no further discus- 
sion of the measure until the Senate recon- 


vened on Jan. 5. Mr. Teller wanted to sub- 
mit some remarks in reply, he said, to the 
slanders of the Committee on Territories 
and of Mr. Dillingham, but Senators insist- 
ed that the agreement not to further dis-

LONDON, Dec. 17.—The Times’s Ber- 
lin correspondent says that one of the 
immediate results of the Parliamentary 
compromise whereby the Clerical and 
Conservative majority agreed to adopt 
the minimum duties on grain, with an 
additional 10 marks per ton on barley, is 
that the extreme Agrarians are out of 
charity with the rest of the Conserva-~ 
tives. They have now issued a mani- 
festo declaring that they cannot con- 
tinue to co-operate with those who voted 
for the proposal whereby the compro- 
mise was incorporated in the Tariff bill. 

Even the friends of the Government, 
now that the danger of Parliamentary 
defeat has passed, are beginning to look 
the majority's gift horse in the mouth 
and recognize the clumsiness and the 
partial absurdity of the Tariff bill as it 
passed the Reichstag.

Customs Officials at a Loss to Interpret 
the Protocol.

LONDON, Dec. 17.—The Times’s 
Shanghai correspondent says the ques- 
tion has been raised at the Custom 
Houses on the southern frontier whether 
overland trade is not liable to a propor- 
tionate increase of duties in accordance 
with the new tariff protocol. The prot- 
ocol applies to maritime imports only, 
but the Chinese text admits of another 
construction. ’ 

The question is undecided, but the Chi- 
nese officials handle it in a manner 
showing a marked lack of information 
and intelligence which is now distin- 
guishing the Central Government. 


CHINA’S OLD VESSELS FOR SALE

LONDON, Dec. 17.—The ‘Times's 
Shanghai correspondent says that a tel- 
egram to a native official states that 
Viceroy Sheng Chih Tung has instructed 
the Nanking arsenal to sell to the high- 
est bidder ten obsolete vessels of the 
Nanyung fleet in view of the impending 
arrival of his successor to assume charge 


at Nanking. 

This unexpected order is attributed to 
pique on the part of the Viceroy at cer- 
tain recent criticisms regarding his 
financial enterprises expressed in Pe- 
king. Sheng’s position continues one of 
increasing difficulty. 

The controi of the China Merchants’ 
Company is expected to pass shortly into 
the hands of Yuan Shih Kai, but it is 
generally believed that Sheng will re- 
tain the Directorship of Railways. 


MONT PELEE’S VIOLENCE.

PANIC IN PORT-AU-PRINCE. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haytt, Dec. 16.—Gen. 
Saint-roix Colin, Minister of the Interior 
and cpponent of Gen. Nord in the contest 
for the Presidency, has sought refuge in 
the United States Legation. 

There has been much firing in the city, 
and a state of great excitement prevails. 

All the military authorities who have 
been supporters of Seneque Pierre's candi- 
dacy tor the Presidency, and therefore op- 
posed to Gen. Nord, also sought refuge in 
the Conswiates. 

Gen. Nord is acclaimed President by the 
troops, and seems to be master of the sit- 
uation, notwithstanding the fact that the 
majority ot Congress is in favor of Seneque 
Fierre. It is believed that Gen. Nord will 
dissoive the Chamber of Communes and 
the Senate, and will order other elections, 
which wil! result in his favor. 

Firing continued this afternoon in the 
streets, but the foreign residents are in no 
danger.

The announcement of the Christmas pres-~ 
ent from Mr. Rockefeller came as the cli- 
max to the Christmas convocation state- 
ment. A large audience in Studebaker 
Theatre had followed the President through 
the reading of a long statement. Finally 
reaching the Rockefeller paragraph, Pres- 
ident Harper said: 

“In addition to the other gifts men- 
tioned, I am authorized to announce that 
the founder of the university has given 
the University within the last four days 
his customary Christmas gift of $1,000,000 
to be treated as an endowment fund.” 

The convocation address was delivered 
by William Henry Maxwell, Superintend- 
ent of the New York City schools, who took 
for his theme, **‘ The American Teacher.”

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ROCKEFELLER ADDS $1,000,000. |GRITICISES THE CLERGY 


Dr. Burrell Talks on the Weakness 
of the Ministry. 


Says Pastors Do Not Believe What They 
Preach—Makes an Attack on the 
Pew-Renting System. 


Special to The New York Times. 

EAST ORANGE, Dec. 16.—Some things 
about the weakness of the ministry were 
spoken by the Rev. Dr. James D. Burrell, 
of the Marble Collegiate Church, 
New York, in an address before the Presby- 
terian Union in Brick Presbyterian Church 
here last night. 

Dr. Burrell said that the average minister 
wasted too much energy in rhetorical ef- 
fort, and did not pay enough attention to 
teaching jthe Gospel. He also condemned 
the presént system of renting pews, say- 
ing: 

“You ring your church bell, invite the 
people to come in and stand twenty min- 
utes in the vestibule while the regular pew- 
holders take their seats, and then let them 
take what seats are left. 

“Two-thirds of the population of this 
world are not Christians, and who i 


blame for this condition of affairs? , 
ministers are a good deal to blame. We

need to wake up to our preaching of the | 


Gospel; we want to stop preaching about 
the fire of the Holy Ghost, and get some 
of the fire ourselves. Why, I often won- 
der how my congregation stands me, and 
I'm a good deal better than many men 
some congregations have to stand. We 
can’t be too hard on a dull preacher. We 
have our topics to preach on—God, the res- 
urrection, the crucifixion, and other things— 
but nowadays you have to get a_hurdy- 
gurdy and a stereopticon to get the peo- 
ple in. 

“Then we are so eloquent and rhetorical! 
We talk fine rhetoric to the people who are 
going to hell. We turn out those finely 
rounded sentences, and the old ladies come 
around after the sermon, if it’s by a young 
preacher, and tell him how fine it was. 
You don’t want that, and, if you do, you 
ought not to have it. What we need is 
more fire of God, but we will never have 
more fire until we have more faith. Why, 
many of us ministers don't believe half of 
anything we preach. 

‘We need an open door. I believe in the 
family pew, but there is something wrong 
with our system of rentals. The same 
hospitality that is exercised in domestic 
life ought to be practiced in the church. 
Carnegie, Morgan, and Rockefeller haven't 
got money enough to buy one square in the 
house of God. No church should support 
pew rights, which prohibit the exercise of 
hospitality.” 


CAPT. ROGERS’S COURTMARTIAL 


Not Likely That Accused Will Be Con- 
victed of Disrespect to Gen. 
Davis at Manila. 


MANILA, Dec. 16.—The trial by court- 
martial of Capt. Rogers of the Twenty- 
seventh Infantry, charged with using disre- 
spectful language to Gen. Davis was con- 
cluded to-day. The verdict is not known, 


but it is doubted that the court took a seri- 
ous view of the case. 

The accused officer admitted that he 
thoughtlessly used objectionable language 
before Gen. Davis's Aide de Camp, denied 
any intent to be disrespectful, and pleaded 
iliness and discouragement at his inability 
to secure leave of absence in extenuation. 

The trial of Major Glenn of the Fifth In- 
fantry has been postponed until January.

WATTS’S “LOVE AND LIFE. 

Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—While there is 
no local discussion of the objections made 
by the Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union to the painting of Sir Frederick 
Watts, ‘‘ Love and Life,’’ which was re- 
cently taken from the Corcoran Gallery to 
the White House, there is a general, feeling 
here that the public has been deprived of a 
great work of art which should hang in a 
public gallery and not in a private room 
in the Executive Mansion. 

The objection of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union eight years ago to the 
picture was that the figures are nude or 
nearly so. This to the prurient mind is no 
doubt a sufficient ground for objection. 
But to lovers of art and those accustomed 
to pure and uplifting expressions of al- 
legory there is nothing wrong in ‘‘ Love and 
Life.”” It is a subject conceived in the 
purest and simplest form, and few persons 
looking at the picture have anything but a 
profound reverence for the artist’s mean- 
ing. There has been practically no criti- 
cism of the picture from the Woman's 
Christian Zelmperance Union or from any 
other source since the canvas was placed 
in the gallery. 

Col. Bingham, Superintendent of Public 
Buildings and Grounds, who had the palint- 
ing transferred to the White House at Mrs. 
Roosevelt's request, said that as ‘‘ Love and 
is a Government picture, and was 
only loaned to the Corcoran Gallery, there 
was nothing unusual in having it sent back 
to the White House. He regarded its pre- 
vious exclusion as a matter of personal 
preference entirely, and not of judgment of 
its artistic merits. 

“The public has seen it for seven years 
now,” said Col. Bingham, ‘‘ and I don’t see 
any reason why criticism should be made 
on its removal. It was sent to the White 
House by the artist himself, and now it 
has gone back there.”’ 


NEW ANTI-TRUST BILL. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Senator Quarles 
of Wisconsin to-day introduced a bill for 
the amendment of the anti-trust law, the 
purpose of which is to prevent trusts from 
forcing ruinous competition on rivals in the 
fame line of business. The bill proposes 
a new section to the existing law, as fol- 
lows: 

It shall be unlawful for any person, who, alone 
or together with others, has engrossed or monop- 
clized or seeks to engross or monopolize, the 
production, control, or sale of an article or 
articles the subject of commerce between 
several States, or who, alone or together with 
other persons, has control of the major part of 
such article or articles produced or sold in the 
United States, to directly or indirectly offer for 
sale or sell any such article or articles in, or 
for delivery in, any locality or localities, at, or 
for prices less than the prices charged and re- 
ceived therefor by such person in any other 
locality—allowing for differences in freight and 
carriage—with the view, intent, or natural result 
of hindering, preventing, stifling, or forestalling 
competition in inter-State commerce, or in the 
production for sale, or sale between the several 
States, of such article or articles, or of similar 
articles. 

Fine and imprisonment-are proposed for 
persons Violating this provision. In case of 
such violation by :a corporation, the cor- 
poration shall be liable to fine, and every 
one of its agents and officers participating 
in such violation also shall be liable to fine 
cr imprisonment, or both. 

No recovery of the purchase price of 
any article sold in violation of the section 
is permitted in any court, and any pur- 
chaser of articles so sold may plead such 
violation in bar of any action.

MRS. GRANT'S FUNERAL 


Short Religious Services Will Be 
Held in Washington. 





Army Officers in New York Ordered to 
Attend Services at the Tomb in 
Full-Dress Uniform. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—While the final 
arrangements for the obsequies of Mrs. 
#rant will not be made until after the ar- 
rival here of Gen. Grant and other mem- 
bers of the family next Thursday, it is 
settled that there will -be short religious 
services in this city, and that the remains 
will be placed by the side of those of her 
husband in the tomb at Riverside Park, 
New York. The Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company has offered to provide a combina- 
tion car for the casket and pall bearers 
and a private car for the use of the family 
in the journey from this city to the tomb, 
to be attached to any train that the funeral 
party may desire. 

The Secretary of War has directed that 
all the army officers stationed in New York 
and vicinity shall attend the services at 
the tomb in full dress uniform. It has been 
arranged that the steamer Meigs shall 
meet the funeral party at the Jersey City 
Station, and convey it to the tomb, where 
there is a convenient landing place. 

Secretary Root and many other promi- 
nent officials will accompany the funeral 
party to New York and attend the services 
at the tomb. 

At the Grant residence a great number 
of messages of condolence have been \¥6- 
ceived.

urt of Appeals Ae -“Godislon in the Case 
of The Times Association Stock 
Held by George Jones. 


The Court of Appeals has, just handed 
down a lengthy opinion holding. that the 
shares of stock which George Jones, the 
veteran editor and part owner of THE 
New York Times, held, while living, in the 
joint stock association which published 
that paper are: taxable under the inheri- 
tance tax law as personal property.

His Net Personal Property Found by 
the Appraisers to Have Been $2,298,- 
898—Dowager Duchess of Man- 
chester Sole Beneficiary. 


It has been discovered by the appraise=s 
who investigated the estate of Fernanuv 
Yznaga that he was worth over‘a million 
dollars more than was estimated when 
he died on March 6, 1901. At the time 
his very brief will was meni his law- 
yers stated that his personal property 
would not amount to much more than $50,- 
000, but the appraisers have found it to be 
above $2,000,000. The real estate he left, 
estimated as being worth between one and 
two millions, has not been exaetly ap- 
praised, but it is safe to say that its value 
will be more than $1,000,000. So the total 
estate, all of which was left to Consuelo, 
Dowager Duchess of Manchester, is worth 
between $3,000,000 and $4,000,009, 

The Duchess is one of the testator’s sis- 
ters. In his will be made no mention of 
either of the other sisters or of his mother. 
He named as his executors his friends 
William K. Vanderbilt and Harry B. Hol- 
lins, The sisters he did not remember in 
his bequests are Natica, Lady Lister-Kaye, 
wife of Sfr John Pepys Lister-Kaye of 
London, and Miss Emily Yznaga of 70 Ave- 
nue Marceau; Paris. His mother, who was 
also disregarded in the will, is Mrs. Ellén 
M. Yznaga, widow of Don Antonio Yznaga 
del Valle of New Orleans. Consuelo, Duch- 
ess of Manchester, the mother of the 
present Duke, who was married to Miss 
Helena Zimmerman of Cincinnati. The 
Duchess lives at 45 Portman Square, Lon- 
don.

Lawyer Stetson Asked to Publish a Let- 
ter Stating Conditions on Which the 
Hodge Suit Would Have Been 
Withdrawn. 


The brief on behalf of the plaintiff ap- 
pellees I, Aspinwall Hodge and others. in 
their case against the United States Steel 
Corporation, which was made public yes- 
terday, contains many interesting argu- 
ments. The brief was filed in Trenton, the 
defendant corporation having appealed to 
the New Jersey Court Errors and Ap- 
peals from the order for a preliminary in- 
junction granted by Vice Chancellor Emery. 

The first part of the brief contains the

sel for Mr. Hodge and his co-plaintiffs. 
Mr. Whitney, among other things, stated 
that the Vice Chancellor had only decided 
that the meeting at which the bond plan 
was adopted had been iilegally because 
prematurely held. He declared that the 
Directors could have at once called another 
stockholders’ meeting in a legal manner to 
readopt the bond plan, so that by this time 
the meeting could have been held and the 
plan adopted, but that they preferred to 
appeal because they were afraid the stock- 
holders would not again support the plan. 
Mr. Whitney says the stockholders changed 
their minds because they were convinced 
that they had been misled when they gave 
their affirmative proxies in April last. He 
declares that most of them have since 
learned, what few of the outside stockhold- 
ers then knew, that instead of voting for a 
prompt issue of $250,000,000 of bonds, for 
underwriting which they were to pay J. P. 
Morgan & Co. a 4 per cent. commission, 
they were procuring only a. one-hundred- 
million-dollar issue, while J. P. Morgan & 
Co. were obtaining an option on the remain- 
ing $150,000,000 to the detriment of the com- 
pany, but to a possible advantage to them- 
selves so great as to make the ten-million- 
dollar commission insignificant, 

The brief, after then stating

Whitney argues that as a matter of fact 
only $100,00U,000 appears to be underwritten 
and that after deductions for preferred 
stock, for cash payments, and syndicate 
commissions, only $16,000,000 remains for 
the Steel ¢ ‘orporation instead of the $50,000, 
UvWU promised by the circular.

as to show anything the Directors desired 
shown. 

The brief also declares that the assets of 
the corporation are not worth as much as 
their valuation in securities of the com- 
pany. The brief cites former statements 
made by President Schwab and others be- 
fore a Pennsylvania court in Frick vs. ¢€ ar- 
negie to show what they then said the 
assets of the company were worth. and 
which statements are conflicting with the 
present valuation. 

The brief also attacks the bond prono- 
sition because of the interest of the Di- 
rectors in the syndicate. 

Mr. Whitney's argument ends With a 
denial of the charges that the case was 
brought for blackmail. In that connection 
he says that ‘“‘another compiainant. wus 
expected in the person of one Russell Save, 
who may be presumed, in the absence of 
evidence io the contrary, to be a person of 
financial responsibility."". Mr. Whitney de- 
clares that the personal attacks on Mr 
Hodge were inexcusable, and that he would 
never have accepted a pecuniary settle- 
ment, 

“On the contrary,” says the brief, ‘‘ one 
of the gentlemen who have signed thes»? 
attacks knows the precise conditions upoa 
which Mr. Hodge would have been witting 
to withdraw his suit. These conditions, 
contained in a letter over my signature, I 
respectfully request Mr. Stetson to state.”

HURT BY HARLEM EXPRESS 


Miss Clark Pushed by Crowd 
Against Rushing Cars. 


Leg Torn by Steps, She Saved Herself 
by Clinging to Rail While Men 
Looked On. 


With her foot and ankle caught between 
the edge of an elevated station and a-rush- 
ing express train yesterday morning, a 
courageous young woman caught the plat- 
form g@frd rail, and, clinging to it, probably 
saved her life.

Clark's position became more perilous, 
there was no tscape. When the 
car was abreast of her a thrust came from 
a man back of her that pressed her direct- 
ly aginst the rushing side. Before the 
gate had reached her she grasped the plat- 
form rail and kept herself from being 
pitched forward. Her foothold was lost, 
however, and her left foot slipped down 
into the narrow opening. 

Though the crowd saw her

car swept past, the steps tore Miss Clark's 
leg and ankle. When at last the train 
was gone the men who had thrust her into 
danger still stood staring at the helpless 
girl, unable to raise herself to the plat- 
form.
